TWO KILLED OUTRIGHT 


Louis Bitzer Used a Revolver 
on Five Persons 


SHOT CLERK DOWN FIRST 


Then Weut to His Home and Fired 
at Wife and Three Children, One of 
Whom Was Killed - Officers Say That 


There Is No Evidence of Iusanity 


Turner's Fails, Mass., Jan, 1.—Louis 
Bitzer, who shot and killed his clerk, 
Miss Ida Columbe, and his 5 year-old 
son, and attempted to take thelivesof bis 
Wife and two other childrey yesterday, 
was taken to the Franklin county jail in 
Greenfield Inte yesterday afternoon. 
He will be charged with murder. While 
the friends of Bitzer claim that he was 
insane when he committed the murders, 
State Detective McKay and Deputy 
Sheriff Davis, after a careful investiga- 
tion, say that they have secured no evi- 
dence to show that he was insane. 

There have been comparatively few 
developnietts in the case slace the mur- 
ders were discovered, and although the 
tragedy has created a great sensation in 
this part of the state, no one takes the 
responsibility of asswuing that there 
Was a motive for the crime. The au- 
topsies showed that Miss Ida Columbe 
and the boy, Louis Bitzer, died in- 
stantly. In both cases the bullets pen 
etrated their brains. he autopsy put 
at rest all disagreable rumors regarding 


Miss Columbe, as it showed that she 
Was u pure girl, 

Mrs. Christina Bitzer, wife of the 
murderer, and Carrie Bitzer, the 12- 


year-old daughter, are both resting com- 
fortably at the Ferren hospital in Green- 
field. Their wounds are not dangerous. 
The condition of Aunie, the 16-year-old 
daughter, is more critical, but attend- 


ing plysiciaus are hopeful for her re- 
covery. The bullet is buried in her 


skuli, aud vo attempt hasas yet been 
made to extract it 

Detective McKay took charge of the 
case for the government and is being as- 
sisted by Deputy Sheriff Davis in se- 
curing evidence to be presented at the 
bearing. They decline to talk, and have 
not as yet hinted that there was a mo- 
tive for the attempt to kill his female 
clerk and all of the members of his 
family. 

Bitzer is said to be financially embar- 
rassed ip the Jewelry business he has 
earried ov here. He failed in 1888, and 
was discharged by the court two years 
later. Since that time he has carried on 
the business under the name of M. M. 
Bitzer. Martin J. Sauter of Greenfield, 
who loaued Bitzer $1000 when he 
opened the store a second time, says he 
ig going to put an atiachment on the 
jewelry store to satisy his claim. 

Minor matters are cited by the towns- 
people to show that Bitzer had acted 
strangely for several months. They are 
quite positive he was insane atthetime 
the murders were committed. 

The tragedy occurred between 10 
o’clock and noon. Evidence was found 
that it was Bitzer's purpose also to take 
his own life, but his prompt arrest ap- 
paréntly prevented him from carrying 
out this purpose. He js about 35 years 
of age. 

Business was progressing as usual at 
the store on the principal business 
street, which Bitzer had conducted for 
several years. Miss Columbe was at- 
tending to her duties about the place, 
being engage in putting away the 
Christmas gvods 

Some time after 10 o'clock it was dis 
covered that niatters were not all right 
in the shop, and an investigation led to 
the discovery of the body of Miss Co- 
lumbe, with a bullet hole in her head. 

On the counter, written on the wrap 
ping paper used in the store, Bitzer had 
left a penciled note explaining the af- 
fair. 

As far as the authorities could make 
it out, it said that Bitzer was cleaning 
his revolver, when it was accidentally 
discharged. Overpowered by the accl- 
dent, and fearing arrest as the murderer 
of the girl, he made known his de- 
termination to go to his home, end tke 
lives of bis wife and children and of 
himself. 

He asked that at his funeral the hymn 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee” be sung, and 
that a local undertaker, whose name he 
mentioned, should have charge of the 
bodies. : 

He wished that his property should 
be given to his brother and to his aged 
mother, and he ended the letter with 
an expression to the effect that “God 
would uot blame a man for doing what 
he had done.” ; 

It appears that baving completed this 
note, Bitzer went to the rear door to 
make his way home. He was seen go- 
ing down the street, hatless, and 7 
parently greatly excited. Evidently he 
lost no time in carrying out his purpose, 
once he had reached his house.

Brockton, Mass., Jan. 1.—Mariano di 
Pasqua was before the local court yes- 
terday charged with stabbing Roces 
Talente. According to the testimony, 
Pasqua was much incensed toward Ta- 
lente because the latter had paid atten- 
tions to his daughter. Last Saturday, 
as Talente was passing the house, Pas- 
qua called him in and, after having 
some words, it is charged that he stab- 
bed Talente in the leftarm, He was ur- 
rested Monday night,,and after he had 
been locked up, Talente and the girl 
went to the city hall, where they were 
married. They managed to placate the 
father in such a way tbat the case 
against him would have been dropped 
entirely if this could have been done, 
Judge Bixby allowed the complaint, 
charging assault with intent to kill, to 
be withdrawn and one of simple as- 
sault substituted, upon which the pris 
oner was fined $10.

To Hear From Textile Work- 
ers’ Executive Council 


TIEUP OF COCHECO MILLS 


Postponed Until Assurance of Sanction 
Is Received—Striking Weavers at 
Lawrence Vote to Remain Out Until 


Demands are Granted 


Dover, N. H., Jan. 1.—The 200 strik- 
ing weavers of the Cocheco Manufactur- 
ing company held a meeting last uight, 
which was largely attended by weavers 
on other grades of work in the mills, and 
as a result it was decided to hear from 
the executive council of the United Tex- 
tile Workers of America before action 
is taken on a general strike. 

The most interesting feature of the 
meeting was the reading of the tele- 
gram received from the national  offi- 
cers of the Textile union after the weet- 
ing had closed on Monday night. The 
telegram stated that the local officers of 
the Textile union could go ahead and or- 
der a general strike if they desired. The 
local officers have uot as yet decided to 
order a general tie-up of the Cocheco 
mills, but will wait to get the views of 
the executive council regarding the 
matter. Until they are heard from 
there will be no change in the strike 
situation, and all of the employes, with 

| the exception of the 200 striking weav- 
ers, will continue at work. The other 
weayers expressed themselves as will- 
ing to quit work when the order is is- 
sued by the local offieials of the union. 


The Lawrence Strike 

Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 1.—An_ en- 
thusiastic meeting of the striking weav- 
ers of the Atlantic mills was held yes; 
terday, at which Chairman Nichols of 
the executive committee, appointed to 
look after the interests of the strikers, 
presided. There were about 150 strik- 
ers present and they unanimously voted 
to stay away from their work and in- 
duce all others to do the same, until the 
advance of 10 vents a cut on broad loom 
work was given them. 

Chairman Nichols said that the strik- 
ers would never go back to work until 
the advance was made. “We were cut 
down a few weeks ago 22 cents a cut,” 
he said, “and we will leave the city be- 
fore we will return to work without 


getting some of our wages back. We 
shall try to have others leave their 


work.” 

Agent Somersby of the Atlantic mills 
Says: “I don’t anticipate any extensive 
trouble. You now the country could 
granta franchise to lay a railroad across 
the Atlantic ocean, but it could not ba 
done. No labor union can vote to stay 
away from work, and do so altogether. 
I have nothing against the strikers and 
will iet them take their own pleasure 
about coming back. We can’t advance 
wages on these goods but it they want 
more looms we can give them another,” 

The strike has caused the silencing of 


525 looms.

Family Life of New Secretary 
of the Treasury. 


WIFE TELLS OF HER SOOIAL VIEWS 


Not Opposed to Decollete Dresses 
and Believes Women Should Be 
Pretty—Says She Is ‘Not Mach of a 
Hand For Jewels’—Can Make a 
Dress if Necessary. 


“Oh, you newspaper people never let 
me alone,” said Mrs. Shaw, the wife of 
the new secretary of the treasury, to 
the correspondent of the New York 
World at Des Moines, Ia. 

“It is the funniest thing about this 
whole business. And you want to 
know all about our home life and my 
taste for gowns, ete. Do you think the 
public is really interested in that?” 

Even as she complained she sat down 
and prepared for talk that she mani- 
festly intimated would be a pleasure 
to her, though she bad been interrupt- 
ed in her toilet in preparing to attend 
an informal reception.

“To bec@@ with, then, there are five 
of us. As you I'm the largest 
member of the family.

“Mr. Shaw, as you know, is an ac- 
tive Sunday school worker, and we all 
try to go to church on Sunday. Mr. 
Shaw was superintendent of the Sun- 
day school at Denison even before I 
married him, and he has been an offi- 
cer pretty much ever since. In Des 
Moines he was superintendent of the 
Sunday at the First M.. E. 
chureh for a year, but had to give it 
up for lack of time. 

“At Denison I nearly always taught 
a class, but I baven’t done much in 
that line since I came to Des Moines. 
We are trying to raise our children as 
active Christians, and I feel we have 
sueceeded, but do not think that our 
love of home life interferes with an en- 
foyment of society. 

“I'm fond of receptions and socials 
and such things and have always done 
my share of entertaining.

“We took our children with us when 
we went to President MeWNinley’s inau- 
guration. Then 1 was there about two 
years before. But, really, that I come 
to think of it, I did go out some. While 
there I attended a reception given by 
Mrs. John A. Logan and another given 
by Mrs. Dalzell. I accompanied Mrs. 
Dolliver. I went some- 
where else too. 

“Something about my gowns too?

TOMAS ESTRADA PALMA. 
The New York Tribune prints an 


in- 
terview with Mr. Palma, president- 
elect of Cuba, in which he speaks “un- 
officially” of the needs and policies of 
the Cuban republic as follows: 

“The principal object of the Cuban re- 
public should be first of all to secure the 
most friendly relations with the Amer- 
ican people. At the same time we 
should try to secure from the Washing- 
ton government all the advantages pos- 
sible for our products by reasonable re- 
ductions of the import duties, especially 
on sugar and tobacco, as this is the only 
way for Cuba to escape the absolute ruin 
of these two industries, which are the 
only bases of Cuba’s actual wealth. 
Without this benefit the Cuban people 
will find themselves in creat distress ar d 
subject to disturbanees froiu lack of 
employment. In a starving condition 
they cannot enjoy their independence. 
I am convinced that the people of the 
United States know that it is totheirin- 
terest that Cuba be prosperous, orderly 
and peaceful, and for that reason I am 
sure thata majority of Americans y ill 
favor a commercial treaty between the 
countries advantageous to both.”

Produces an 
Epigrammatic Calendar. 


ADVICE GIVEN TO THE “LAMBS." 


Gets Up Odd Ticker Affair In Fous 
Days as the Result of a Bet—Sent It 
‘as a Gift to Friends—Handsomely 
Mounted In Silver—Pitfalls of Spec- 
ulation Described. 


It is no longer the Lawson yacht or 
the Lawson carnation, but the Lawson 
autograph calendar. Friends of the 
Boston millionaire: received copies of 
this literary production on Christmas 
day, and they declare that Mr. Lawson 
as . maker of calendars is a decided 
SUC 2eSs. 

Lach calendar is handsomely mount: 
ed in silver and ornamented with de 
vices which present a complete alle 
gory of that whirlpool of speculation 
which threatened not many days ago 
to engulf the author. Emblazoned up 
on the fifty-two tablets, one for each 
week of the year 1902, is a potpourri 
of wit and wisdom, bumor, sarcasm 
and the philosophy of experience un- 
der the caption “Ticker Talk.” 

Recent happenings on the Stock Ex- 
change are referred to, and Mr. Law- 
son has introduced a prophecy con- 
cerning the future of certain securities 
which will be of interest to the finan- 
cial world. Nothing more ornate than 
the Lawson calendar has thus far ap 
peared. The tablets revolve upon sil- 
ver rings, which in turn are supported 
by a silver bar about ten inches in 
length, beautifully decorated with mis- 
tletoe and holly in dull silver. Upon 
one end of the bar a bull is seen in a 
crouching attitude facing a bear at 
the other extremity. 

Above the bar and supporting it is a 
ribbon of silver, representing the tapé 
of a stock ticker, and secured at the 
apex by a ring, in which are interwo- 
ven a wishbone, a horseshoe and the 
proverbial lamb of Wall street. Upon 
the silver tape Mr. Lawson inscribed 
this device in close imitation of the 
lettering with which stockbrokers and 
others are familiar: 

“New York Stock Exchange, Dec. 31, 
1902. A. C. P. (Amalgamated Copper), 
300 130, 900 14, 1381, 34, %, %, 182, 300 
14, 900 %; S. (American Sugar), 113; Uz 
S. (presumably United States Steel),

In an author’s note Mr. Lawson ex- 
plains that he completed his calendar, 
which contains a maxim for each day 
of the coming year, in four days on a 
wager with a friend. The introducto 
ry is as follows: 


When you read these ‘‘tickerings” and 
are tempted to bless the author, restrain 
yourself sufiiciently to think how he came 
to “tick” them out.

In connection with the author’s char 
acterization of himself as the “ticker,” 
these extracts from his calendar are in 
teresting in view of ‘the battle royal 
which raged fiercely until the holidays 
between the contending forces in the 
copper industry:

WEST MDINT HEROIN SAMAR 


Achievements of Captain 
Schoeff@) of the Fighting Ninth. 
The wa department at Washington 

has received a cablegram from General 

Chaffee at Manila giving an account of 

the engagement near Dapado (Dap- 

dap?), Samar, in which Company E, 

Ninth infantry, lost seven men killed 

and a number were wounded. The ca- 

blegram is as follows: 

Jacob H. Smith reports following: Dur- 
ing scout near Dapado, Samar, Dec. 24, 
Captain Francis H. Schoeffel, with de- 
tachment of eighteen men, Company E, 
Ninth infantry, was attacked, large force 
bolomen springing from thickets. Severe 
hand to hand fight ensued. Following 
casualties occurred: 

Killed—Sergeant John P. Swisher, Cor- 
poral James Gaughan, Privates John 
Maren, Frank McAndrew, Joseph A. 
Weippert, George Bedford and one other. 

Wounded—Captain Francis H. Schoeffel, 
slightly; Corporal John H. Russell, Pri- 
vates Daniel L. McPherson, George Clax- 
ton, severely; Arthur Bonnicastle, slight- 
ly, and other missing names later. No 
property lost. Enemy driven from fleld; 
lost severely. Lang’s detachment Phillp- 
pine scouts arrived soon after, assisted 
caring for wounded and removhig. 

The cablegram from Geuveral Chaffee 
of Sept. 29, in which he unnounced the 
massacre of Company C, Ninth infan- 
try, near Balangiga, south Samar, was 
not less startling that the dispatch 
just received telling of practically an- 
other massacre of members of Compa- 
ny E of the same gallant regiment. 

In the present disaster eighteen men 
were caught in a defile and were rush- 
ed from ambush by a heavy force of 
savages armed with bolos. It was a 
fight to a finish between bayonet and 
bolo. 

Captain Frank Schoeffel has won 
distinction om other occasions than this 
just reported from Manila, says the 
New York Journal. 

During the Spanish-American war 
Schoeffel was one of the first to gain 
the summit of San Juan hill, and in the 
relief of the Peking legation he was in 
the van of the dash of the Ninth which 
cost that regiment its commander and 
other brave men. 

Captain Schoeffel’s record figured 
prominently in the investigation of the 
hazing of Cadet Booz at West Point. 
That epiaode brought out the fact that 
he was the only graduate of West 
Point who had whipped every upper 
class man against him while a cadet 
at the Military academy. 

During his four years at West Point 
Cadet Schoeffel whipped with his fists 
a whole elass of thirty men. One day 
five men were pitted against Schoeffel 
at once. The bout lasted twenty-six 
rounds. At the end they were all tired 
but Schoeffel. Captain Schoeffel’s war 
record is in accord with his school day 
achievements, and his showing in the 
engagement in the Philippines is no 
surprise to his friends. 

Captain Schoeffel’s home is in Roch- 
ester, N. Y. He is a son of Colonel 
Francis A. Schoeffel of that city. 


CONSUMPTION IN GERMANY 


Successful Results of the Open Air 
Treatment, 

Consul General Mason sends from 
Berlin to the state department at 
Washington a translation of a report 
by the imperial health officer on the 
successful results of the open air treat- 
ment of consumption in Germany. This 
report was requested for the benefit of 
the marine hospital service, and a copy 
has been sent to the surgeon general. 
Mr. Mason notes that the success of 
this treatment has caused the erection 
of a large number of establishments in 
Germany—sixty, with 5,000 beds—in 
the spring of 1901. In almost half the 
cases the patients had been sick for 
less than a year before applying for 
admission to the institutions. The ay- 
erage duration of treatment was 92.4 
days for each patient. Data as to the 
final results show that of each hundred 
patients treated 87.7 per cent were dis- 
charged as cured or improved, 88 per 
cent left unimproved, 3.1 per cent were 
worse, and one-half of 1 per cent died. 
The favorable results were in part due 
to a careful selection of cases suitable 
for treatment in the institutions. 

The full text of the report appears in 
the public health reports of Dec. 6, is- 
sued by the marine hospital service, 
page 2873.

STORIES OF CAPTAIN LEARY 


Interesting Incidents In the Career 
of Guam's Ex-Governor,. 

With the death of Captain Richard 
P. Leary a unique figure passes from 
the navy, says the New York Herald. 
He was appointed to the Naval acade- 
my from Maryland in 1860 and during 
the civil war was attached to the block- 
ading squadron at Charleston. He was 
next heard of prominently at Samoa

Strapped to the German ship's 
mast was a native rebel chief. Captain 
Leary’s ship did not return the salute, 
and the German commander lowered a 
boat and sent to learn the reason. Cap- 
tain Leary’s reply was characteristic: 

“Tell your commander that the Unit- 
ed States does not salute any vessel en-

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Famous Scientist Explains Dr. 
Loeb’s Theory of Life. 


ELEOTRIOITY THE PRIME FAOTOR, | 


Professor Serviss Claims the Discov- 
ery Comes Closer to the Solution of | 
the Mystery of Vitality Than Physi-| 
ologists Have Ever Approached.| 
Light on Obscure Problems, | 


Professor Jacques Loeb of the Uni-! 
versity of Chicago declared recently 
before the gathering of physiologists 
in Chicago that he had discovered the 
physical processes that accompany | 
life, that electricity and not heat ener- 
gy is the basis of life. Professor Gar- 
rett P. Serviss, in explaining this dis- 
covery for the New York Journal, 
‘says: 
| The great discovery concerning the 
nature and manner of action of the 
human nerves announced by Dr. Al- 
bert F. Mathews to the American 
TPhlysiological society in Chicago and 
backed by the authoritative approval 
of Professor Jacques Loeb of the Chi- 
cago university is so fundamental and 
so farreaching in its consequences 
that it seems to warrant the hope that 
we shall soon know what are the con- 
ditions and the limits of man’s power 
to prolong his own life. It comes 
closer to the solution of the mystery 
of vitality than physiologists have 
ever before been able to approach, 

Some of the experiments that have 
led up to this discovery have suggest- 
ed a new idea of the nature of death 
and have resulted in the case of the 
rudimentary forms of life experiment- 
ed with in the indefinite postpone- 
ment of dissolution. Even the discov- 
erers do not think that they can indi- 
the real depths to which they 
have reached or toward which they 
are being ied. The whole foundation 
of physiology and medicine may be 
reconstructed, and we may find that 
we possess a control over the phenom- 
ena of life more masterful than any- 
body has yet dared to dream. 

Let us see what, in plain terms, the 
discovery is and why it is so farreach- 
ing. Briefly stated, it has been discoy- 
ered that our nerves, or at least the 
inner cores of them, cousist of what is 
called a colloidal solution—that is to 
say, of matter resembling gelatin held 
in solution in water before it has jel- 
lied or assumed the state of a stiffened! 
elastic mass, and these colloidal parti- 
cles in the nerves carry charges of pos- 
itive electricity. 

Whenever the nerye particles pass 
from the colloidal condition into the 
state of gelatin, or, in other words, 


become jellied, the nerve 


cate 


a stimulation or becomes active. Now, 
this passage of the nerves from the 
dissolved to the jellied state is pro- 
duced by the action of atoms or ions 
bearing charges of negative electricity. 
Whenever such charges are introduced 
into the nerves the latter are stimulat- 
ed and contract. 

This fact at once explains the action 
of certain chemical substances when 
introduced into the human body, some 
of which tend to quiet the nerves and 
others to excite them. The nerve quiet- 
ing ions are those that bear charges 
of positive electricity, such as the at- 
oms of sodium, potassium, calcium and 
hydrogen, and their presence tends to 
keep the colloidal particles of the 
nerves in a state of solution, so that 
the nerves remain inactive. 

The nerve stimulating ions are the 
atoms of such substances as fluorine 
and chlorine, which carry charges of 
negative electricity and when intro- 
duced into the system cause the nerve 
particles to coalesce or become jellied, 
in which condition the nerve is active, 
the degree of activity depending upon 
the intensity of the stimulation. Death 
appears to be the result of the stagna- 
tion of the nerves, resulting from ina- 
bility to respond to stimulation. How 
far the discovery of the manner in 
which nerve action is or can be pro- 
duced will enable physiologists to op- 
pose the processes that end in death 
ean only be determined by further ex- 
periments. } 

But without regard to any such pos- 
sible or only to be hoped for results 
the new discovery throws a flood of 
light on many hitherto obscure prob- 
lems. It offers a clear explanation, for 
instance, of the effect of anmsthetics 
upon the body. Anything that tends to; 
keep the nerve particles in a state of 
solution quiets the nerves. Now, the 
nerve particles are largely composed} 
of fat, and it is well known that all 
angsthetics dissolve fat; hence when 
anesthetics are introduced into the 
system they produce the effect of posi- 
tively electrified ions in preventing the 
nerve particles from coalescing, and 
thus they quiet the nerves. 

In a similar manner the action of 
whisky in arresting the progress of 
snake poison is explained, since snake 
poison tends to coagulate the nerve 
substance, thus causing death, while} 
‘alcohol if introduced quickly enough 
‘counteracts the coagulating tendency 
nd keeps the nerves in a colloidal con- 
dition. 
Other familiar facts are also < 
plained on the same principle. Heat, 
for instance, as everybody knows, 
tends to quiet the nerves, provided the 
temperature is not too high, the reason 
being that the effect of beat is to pre-| 
vent coagulation of the nerve sub-: 
istance. Cold, on the contrary, : 


duces gelation in the nerves and conse- 
quent stimulation. But at high tem- 
jperatures heat also produces gelation 
and stimulation. 
; One of the interesting conclusions 
drawn from the discovery is that chem- 
fical stimulation is identical with elec- 
trical stimulation, because the chem- 
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that they carry. No doubt many theo- 
tists will endeavor to base upon this 
fact electrical cures for disease, but}

Another suggestive fact is that an |

cated between chemical ions and light | 
waves, The short light waves toward | 
he ultra violet end of the spectrum | 
are in their action similar to the nega- 
tive ions which stimulate the nerves, 
while the long waves toward the red 
end resemble in their action the posl- 
tive ions which quiet the nerves. Thus 
a whole field of speculation is opened 
up concerning the therapeutic value of 
light and the means of applying it for | 
the relief of human ills and the pro- 
longation of iife. 

One other long standing puzzle that 
the new discovery solves is that of 
muscular contractility. In what man- 
ner, physiologists had often inquired, 
does the action of the nerves cause the 
muscles to respond by contracting? 
The explanation now seems plain, As 
the nerve substance coagulates it nec- 
essurily contracts, and negative elee- 
tricity, given off from the contracted 
surfaces of the particles, passes on in 
a current through the length of the 
nerve. But the muscles also contain 
colloidal particles, and as these receive 
the impulse of the negative current 
they also draw together, and thus eqn- 
traction of the muscles is produced,

Injured Doctor Used the Steel Frame 
In Operation on Himself, 

Because his knowledge of surgery 
told him that he had received a severe 
wound which needed appliances which 
were not at band Dr. Walter Lester 
Carr of New York tore his umbrella 
into strips and with these aud the ribs 
made a splint and bandages for his 
broken says the New York Her- 
ald. He was on a street car a few 
days ago on his way to attend a con- 
sultation in New Jersey. It was a 
murky day, and the streets were slip- 
pery with mud. At the Pennsylvania 
ferry at Twenty-third street he signal- 
ed to the conductor and a moment 
later swung off the car. He missed his 
footing and was thrown. His leg bent 
under him, and as he sank down he 
realized that he was badly hurt. By- 
standers assisted him to a neighboring 
doorway. 

Declining offers of further assist- 
ance, be himself made an examination 
of his injury. Pressing his fingers into 
his leg as relentlessly as any physi- 
cian will a patient, he discovered a 
compound fracture. Realizing the need 
of speedy treatment and pressing the 
bones into place the best he could, he 
looked about for splints and bandages. 
There was none at hand, but his um- 
brella was there. 

Quickly tearing the cover from the 
frame, he ripped this into strips, and a 
few more jerks separated the steel 
ribs. He placed the rods about his leg, 
with the strips of cloth, his handker- 
chief and necktie, and drew all tightly 
together, holding the broken bones tn 
their places.

producing malt liquors in Europe. 
A pri method of malting rice, 
says Mr. Cole, bas been known in Asia 


but arrack pro- 
duced is a tiery liquid, and the so eall- 
ed rice beer did not tind favor except 
among the natives. The inventor claims 
that in the old process only about 40 
per cent of the rice germinated, an 
equal amount failed to germinate, 
while 20 per cent decayed, tainting the 
fermented port and resulting in an 
unwholesome product. By means of 
the new ey which consists essen 
tially of a treatment of the rice lasting 
five or six days of alternate soaking 
and oxidation at a uniform tempera 
ture, nearly every grain of rice is found 
to have germinated, and the sprouts 
have grown about twice as long as 
the rice grains. The malt will then be 
ready to dry in the usual way or used 
at once as “green” malt for the manu- 
facture of beer, spirits or glucose. 

Mr. Cole is of the opinion that, while 
the invention may not be valuable in 
the United States, where the produe- 
tion of barley is large and the cost 
comparatively low, it seems likely to 
cheapen the of producing malt 
liquors in Europe and Great Britain, 
where they are consumed in such large 
quantities.

PANAMA COMPANY'S OFFER 


Declared to Be Part of Plan of Delay 
—No Doubt That Nicaragua Route Is 
Feasible —Believes That Work Could 
Be Completed In Kight Years 


Washington, Jan. 8.—The debate on 
the Nicaragua canal bill in 
Was opened in lively fashion by Mr. 
Hepburn, chairman of the interstate 
and foreign commerce committee, which 
reported the bill

For two hours he held 
the door, replying to a volley of ques 
tions concerning the recent offer of the 
Panama Canal company to sell its prop- 
erty and franchises to the United States 
for $40,000,000. The interest in the de- 
bate centered almost entirety in this 
new phase of the subject. 

Mr. Hepburn maintained that the al 
leged new offer of the Patama com- 
pany was part of the plan of delay. All 
his utterances along that line were lib- 
erally applauded. He pointed out what 
he claimed was the suspicious circum- 
stance that the Panama Canal company 
held out for $100,000,000 until it was de 
cided before the holiday recess to con- 
sider the Nicaragua bill and then sud 
denly dropped the price to $40,000,000, 

In the United States 37 states had in- 
structed their congressional delegations 
to support a billfor an inter-oceanic 
waterway; all political parties had 
aligned themselves in favor of it, the 
subject had been discussed in congress, 
scientific the newspapers, 
and on the hustings, until there 
now a volume of literature on the 
Ject never before devoted to a single 
project. 

Mr. Hepburn said the report of the 
Walker commission gave careful cone 
sideration to every feature of the works. 
The bill submitted by committee 
proposed to concentrate all authority in 
the hands of the president. It opened 
ho opportunity for defunct statesmen 
or the pensioning of persens who bad 
been passed in the race of life. It gave 
the United States the authority to pro 
tect, defend and operate the canal, In 
view of all the reports submitted Mr. 
Hepburn said there could now be no 
question in the mind of any well-in- 
formed man of the feasibility and prac 
ticability of an inter-occanic canal

Referring to the efforts of the Panama 
Canal company to build a canal by pri- 
vate enterprise he summed up their ef- 
forts as fullows 

“The company raised $256.000,000 by 
the sale of $452,000,000 of bonds and 
after eight vears the managers of the 
company found themselves with the 
work less than one-fourth completed, 
penniless aud bankrupt in money and 
character rhe disaster to this com- 
pany, he said, had proved conclusively 
that the work should be nndertaken by 
governmental agency. If the pending 
bill became a law the work could begin 
at once, and should. be completed in 
eight years. 

Mr. Hepburn said that as a commer- 
ciel venture the commission's figures of 
7,000,000 tons could be safely taken. 
At the latter figure the total revenue at 
the Suez rate would be $14,000,000, 
enough to meet the cost of maintain 
ance ($3,500.00) aud leave over $10,- 
000,000 to nivet interest charges if there 


were such 

In concluding, Mr. Hepburn said there 
might be some interests in the United 
States which believed they would be 
harmed by the rivalry of this canal, 
and there were gentleiwwen of honest pur- 
pose who thought the time was not 
ripe for the building of a canal, or that 
an enterprise of such magnitude should 
not beundertaken. They were perhaps 
terrified by the spectre of scandal. 
“But,” be concluded, “I insist that the 
American people have made their de- 
cree that the canal shall be built and 
that now is the time to build it. 

Mr. Morris (Minn.) gave notice that 
at the proper time he would offer an 
amendment to authorize the president, 
if he vould procure the property and 
rights of the Panama company for 340,- 
000,000, if concessions conld be pro- 
cured from Colombia and if the Walker 
commission so recommended, to pur- 
chase and proceed to complete the Pan- 
ama canal. 

The first notes of the contest between 
the Nicaragua and Panama routes for 
the isthmian canal were heard in the 
senate yesterday. Mr. Morgan offered 
and secured the adoption of a resolution

On several occasions I have expressed 
the opinion that we should adopt some 
restrictions and establish some regula- 


of 


Ordinance to be too extensive and sure 
to increase the cost of conducting our 
municipal business very much in excess 
of the benefit which will be derived 
from its operation. 

It is in contlict with the provisions 
of our Charter and Ordinance in 
several instances, and is indefinite and 
uncertain in its reguirements, and 
certain to work injury and expepse to 
the city and the citizens in its 
operation. 

The adortion of this Ordinance will 
require the employment of a very com- 
petent person and will make a large 
addition to our list of salaries. 

I am positive that it is incumbent 
upon our Councilmen to consider care- 
fully tbe necessity the strictest 
economy in the administration of our 
government, and for this reason 
should not increase the list of salaried 
officials beyond absolute needs. 

In my judgment whatever done in 
the way of providing for building in- 
spection should be in connection with 
the office of Commissioner of Public 
Works, and that such service as the 
occasion may require should he 
gaged by him. 

Such an Ordinance as this will 
crease the cost of coustruction very 
materially, to such an extent as to re- 
strict building to a considerable ex- 
tent, and raise the price of rents be- 
yond the ability of very many of our 
citizens to pay. 

The most dangerous section of our 
city so far as the fire risk is concerned 
is exempted from the provisions of 
this Ordinance, whereas if some simple} 
requirements were in force, this sec- 
tion would be iacluded and the very 
purpose sought to be encompassed by 
this legislation would be secured. 

I believe this matter should be re- 
considered very carefully, and very 
materialiy simplified, and should there- 
fore be again taken up by the Council 
of 1902. 

For these reasons, I herewith return 
the Ordinance witheut my approval,

Indian Lad Found Link Between Na- 
vajoes and Alaskan Tinuchas, 
The curiosity of an educated Nay 
Indian boy concerning an old tradition 
of his tribe has led to the discovery 
that the Navajoes of Arizona and the 
Tinneh Indians of Alaska are branches 
of the same original tribe, says a Hele- 
na (Mon.) dispatch to the New York 
Journal. This fact is made known by 
the Rev. Father George de la Motte, 
superior general of the Jesuit missions 
in Alaska. 

“This discovery was made,” said Ia 
ther de la Motte, “through the curiosi- 
ty of a young Navajo Indian who had 
been told a tradition of the tribe band 
ed down from father to son for many 
generations that the Navajoes at one 
time inhabited a cold country. 

“This boy read something in a maga 
zine concerning the Tinneh Indians 
The word ‘Tinneh’ in the Navajo lan- 
guage means ‘man.’ He became 
terested that he wrote to a missionary 
in Alaska, mentioning a number of 
Navajo words and their meanings. It 
was found that the same words and 
same meanings were found in the Tin 
neb language. 

“Other tribal peculiarities were com- 
pared, with the result that It has been 
established beyond reasonable doubt 
that the Navajoes and Tinnebs are off 
shoots of the same original stock.” 

This discovery is of immense value 
and interest to anthropologists and 
strongly confirms a long believed theo- 
ry that the American Indians migrated 
from the north to their hunting 
displacing 
inhabitants of America,

CUBA’S FATE IS INVOLVED 


Questions of Annexation and Recip- 


rocity Depeud Greatly Upon the 


Sugar Controversy—Feasible to 


Grant Relief Cubans Ask For 


Washington, Jan, 9. -Proposed con- 
cessions in tariff rates to Cuba and the 
Philippines will soon become a leading 
topic for congressional consideration. 
The Philippine bill having yassed the 
house is now in the senate committee, 
while the Cuban matter will promptly 
be taken up by the house committee. 
On the 15th, hearings will begin, first 
to all advocates of concession to Cuba, 
to be followed by remonstrants, 

This will open a contest the results of 
which may be of history-making import- 
ance. Most) people believe the trouble 
in Cuba is economic, and that should 
this country adhere to a policy which 
would leave Cuba no market for her 
products, that island in a spasm of poy- 
erty would ask admission to the United 
States. If, however, we grant such 
concessions that the industries of the 
island can live, the new government 
there will have a chance for itself. In 
the pending sugar cohtroversy both 
sides realize this; they know that the 
beet sugar people are liable to ultimately 
defeat their own ends if they succeed 
in preventing any reasonable access of 
Cuban products to our market, for an- 
nhexation is a much stronger issue than 
reciprocity and would be likely to pre- 
vail in congress, were the application 
properly made by Cuba, even if recip- 
rocity did not command a majority. 

Representative Payne, chairman of 
the ways and means comunittee, has 
been quoted as having changed his mind 
on the subject of Cuban concessions. 
Such is not the ease so far asthe pro- 
priety or desirability of reciprocity It- 
self is coue®rned, but is merely true of 
the legal phases of the matter. Before 
congress met he remarked that he did 
not see how anything could be done un- 
til an independent government was In 
operation with which we could treat. 
He did not say he was opposed to recip- 
rocity itself. so Mr. Payne explained 
yesterday. He wants to hear the argu- 
ments which are to be presented to his 
committee and in advance of them has 
steadily declined to express an opinion. 

Mr. Payne now feels. however, that 
it would be entirely feasible to grant 
the relief that the Cubans ask for, if it 
is found desirable to doso. Ie believes 
that a bill can be framed in advance of 
the establishment by the Cubans of an 
independent government prescribing 
certain reductions of duty in sngar and 
tobaceo to take effect whenever Cuba 
makes reciprocal concessions of cer- 
tain prescribed percentages to us, the 
power to proclaim our new rates of duty 
to be reposed in the president. 

The feeling of the ways and means 
cominittee toward. Cuba is more en- 
couraging than at the opening of the 
session. The great trouble is in the op- 
position of the beet sugar people, 
through the representatives of the 
states in which that industry is begin- 
ning to make some headway. The 
Michigan members have come back 
particularly earnest in the reatter. 

The present plan of the senate com- 
mittee on the Phillppines is to modify 
the bill which has already passed the 
house to the extent of lowering Dingley 
rates on imports from the [Philippines 
by the amount of the export duty Im- 
posed in the archipelago upon the va- 
rious articles. This concession fs less 
important than it seems. The export 
duties are very small. That on to- 
bacco is understood to be less than a 
cent a pound, where our duty is 35 
cents. 

It is said that the total amount of 
revenue which has been received from 
export duties since our occupation of 
the Philippines Is only $1,700,000, and 
this includes exports to all countries of 
which our own part is relatively small. 
It is not to be expected, therefore, that 
the proposed senate concession will 
greatly stimulate Philippine industries 
or turn the current of traffic in this di- 
rection. It will perhaps be welcomed 
among liberally minded people here, 
and by the Filipinos, as an evidence of 
our obligation to promote their indus- 
tries through favorable tari? arrange- 
ments wherever possible, even if the 
present conession be a very medest 
one. It is not believed that there 
would be serious opposition fn the house 
to the proposed senate changes.

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They Are More Essential Than Mere 
Success, According to Bryan 

New) Haven, Jan, 9.—The Juckson 
day banquet, with William J. Bryan as 
guest and chief speaker, was held by 
the New Haven Democratic club last 
evening. After the banquet Mr, Bryan 
Was introduced. He said he would talk 
somewhat more freely of partisan mat- 
ters to the banqueting party than he in- 
tended at the public meeting to follow. 
In part he said: 

“It is extremely gratifying to me to 
find that there are bands of men who 
are not disheartened by defeat, men 
who think more of having their party 
tight in principles than to be merely suc- 
cessful. The Democratic party has no 
right to exist except it has principles to 
exist for, and no principle justifies ex- 
istence of a party unless it is a great 
principle. A principle that is not great 
enough to die for is not great enough 
to live for.” 

The banqueting party proceeded to 
Music hall, where Mr, Bryan discussed 
many problems under the general head 
of “civilization.” He said he had 
become deeply impressed with the 
thought that the moral element in civili- 
zation is paramount. If themoralobliga- 
tion of government is understood and is 
lived up to it would be impossible fora 
republic to die. It would be grander, 
greater and stronger a thousand years 
hence than today. Mr, Bryan at some 
length applied the application of mo- 
rality to the questions of combinations 
of capital, to imperialism, to anarchy, 
to the money question, to the status of 
Porto Rico and the Philippines and to 
taxation, national and local. 


Considered Impracticable 

Boston, Jan, 9.—The most tmportant 
matter considered at the meeting of 
wool merchants yesterday was that 
relative to the “Grosvenor pure wool 
bill,” known as the “shoddy” bill. Reso- 
lutions were adopted to the effect that 
the bill was a measure to place under 
government police surveillance many 
large and important branches of tex- 
tile industry, which would he impessi- 
ble of administration without placing 
federal police officers in charge of tex- 
tile mills, wholesale clothing establish- 
ments and garment manutfactories,

Boston, Jan. 9.--A spark struck from 
a stone by the pick of a workman who 
was digging atrench in Dorchester 
yesterday, ignited gas which had leaked 
from the main and caused a heavy ex- 
plosion. The concussion shattered 
windows in a dozen houses. There were 
seven men In and near the trench, but 
all escaped serious injury. A eesspvol 
cover was blown high in the air and de- 
seended through the roof of a build- 
Ing. 


Midget Remains With Show 

Boston, Jan. 9.—Judge Morton yes- 
terday dismissed the petition brought 
by Anthony Woekener against Frank 
C. Bostock with a view to have his wife, 
Chiquita, the Cuban midget, released 
from further engagement at the defen- 
dant’s show and restored to him. Cht- 
quita had expressed a desire to the 
court to return to Bostock to carry out 
her contract. 


Maine Democrats at Banquet 

Auburn, Me., Jap. 9.—The Maine 
Democratie club remembered Jackson 
day by two large gatherings here. In 
the afternoon there was the business 
session and in the evening the banquet. 
Around the tables were about 400 men 
and in seats reserved for them were 
many ladies. The principal speaker 
was Edward M. Shepard of New York. 


Unable to Secure Bail 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan, 9—Warry 
H. Townsend, the former cashier of the 
Bristol County National bank of Taun- 
ton, in whose accounts a shortage of 
$35,000 was found, has not obtained 
the necessary security to furnish bonds 
for his release. Townsend is still In 
jail here. Commissioner Goodspeed 
fixed his bail at $20,000. 


Weavers Threaten to Strike 

New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 9.—There is 
dissatisfaction among the weavers of 
the Pierce mill, and 84 of them have 
decided to quit work unless the existing 
conditions are remedied. They object 
to the fining as carried out in the mill, 
claiming that they have too much work 
laid out for them, and too many looms 
to operate. 


Mayor Urges Economy 

Boston, Jan. 9.—Mayor Collins issued 
his first official order yesterday, ad- 
dressing it to heads of departments, 
calling their attention to that part of 
his inaugural address devoted to civil 
service.

Big Engine Crashes Into Rear 
of Passenger Train 


TERRIBLE SCENE IN TUNNEL 


Fifteen Persous Killed by Being Scald- 
ed or Crushed—Others May Suc- 
cumb to Lnjuries — Responsibility For 


the Disaster Not Yet Placed 


New York, Jun, 9.—In the New York 
Central tunnel, which runs under Park 
avenue, two local trains collided 
terday, 


yes- 
Fifteen passengers were killed 
and twice that number were injured. 
A dozen of the injured were seriously 
hurt and the roster of the dead may be 
extended. 

Three men aud one woman were 
scalded todeath. The others wet death 
by being crushed and mangied. 

It was a rear-end collision between a 
South Norwalk local train which ran in 
over the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford tracks and was halted by 
block signal at the southern entrance 
to the tunnel, and a White Plains local 
train which came in by the Tarlem 
branch of the New York Central. Most 
of the death, injury and damage was 
Wrought by the locomotive of the 
White Plains train, which plowed into 
the rear car of the standing train. It 
swept away the platform and wedged 
its way through the floor to the middle 
of the car. Its many victims were 
either mangled to death in the mass of 
wreckage carried before the pilot, 
crushed between the boiler sndearsides, 
or burned to death by steam which 
came hissing from broken steam pipes 
and cylinders. 

The locomotive, in its final plunge of 
40 feet, carried the rear car forward 
and sent twisted iron, broken tlinbers 
and splinters crashing into the coach 
ahead. Lights were extinguished and 
the dead, injured and unharmed were 


left ina darkness which escaping 
steam and smoke made more confus- 
ing. 


Out from the wreckage came the 
eries of those who still lived and with- 
fin a few minutes the work of 
which was marked by the finest hero- 
ism and sacrifice, began. 

The noise of the impact carried warn- 
ing to the street aboveand alarms were 
sounded at once. With pulice, firemen 
and surgeons, came a score of yvolun- 
teer physicians and half a dozen clergy- 
men. Ladders were run down the tun- 
nel air shafts and the firemen and po- 
lice attacked the debris with rope and 
axes. 

Meantime the passengers liad already 
rallied and were trying to release their 
fellows who were imprisoned in the de- 
bris. Father Smith, Roman Catholic 
chaplain of the fire department, 
crawled in over the hot boiler of the 
wrecked engine to offer sacraments to 
the dying and material succor to those 
pinned down. Rey. Dr. Walkley, Prot- 
estant chaplain of the fire departraent, 
labored with him. Lieutenant Clarke 
of the fire department forced his way 
into where two women lay and stood in 
steam that scalded his legs until they 
were gotten out. T. M. Murphy, a pas- 
senger, both of whose legs had been 
broken and was still held down by the 
timbers which broke them, volunteered 
to remain as he was until those around 
him were gotten out, for fear the re- 
lease of the debris would Jcoopardize 
the rest. 

The wounds of those of the injured in 
need of immediate attention were given 
temporary dressing by the ambulance 
and volunteer surgeons and then these 
injured were hoisted to the street ahove. 
Many houses were thrown open to the 
suffering, but most of the injured were 
hurried away to hospitals. The dead 
were taken fo morgues and police sta- 
tions.

Responsibility for the disaster has 
Not been fixed as yet, but Superinten- 
dent Franklin says that as far as he 
has been able to diseover, J. M. Wis 
cho, engineer of the White Plains train, 
was to blame. Whenthe South Nor- 
walk train was stopped a lagman ran 
back into the t@nnel and, besides plac 
ing a torpedo on the track, endeavored 
to flag the on-coming train, He hurled 
his lantern at the cab window, but the 
big locomotive never halted until it 
was buried in wreckage. It is not clear 
that the torpedo exploded or that Wis- 
cho was warned by the lantern signal. 
The right of the signal men to permit 
the moving train to enter the same 
block section as that occupled by the 
halted train is also in question. The tun- 
hel was beclouded with steam and 
smoke, and snow which fell through the 
fir shafts of the tunnel also obscured 
the view. 

Late in the day the coroner questioned 
the trainmen, holding court xt a police 
station The inquiry was behind 
closed doors, and as a result of it Sig- 
nalman Flynn was released, while Fire- 
man Fyler was held in bail of $5000 and 
Engineer Wischo without bail. ‘The 
railroad company furnished bends for 
Fyler and Wischo was taken to the 
tombs prison.

In anno Domini 1585, when the Dutch 
fought for their from 
Spain, the city of Antwerp was closely 
invested by the Duke of Parma.

With this terrible vessel the burgh- 
ers hoped to break the blockade—hop- 
ed it so confidently that ther called the 
ship Finis Belli (“the end o: the war”). 
But it proved unmanageable and short- 
ly after being launched ran aground 
on a sand bar and was then called Per- 
dite Expense (“thrown away money”). 
Soon after that the Spaniards won a 
decisive victory, dragged off the mart- 
time monster and renamed it Finis 
Belli, for the war was then Indeed end- 
ed, but, unfortunately, not with the 
result the men of Amsterdam had so 
confidently expected. 

It is interesting that in this first iron- 
clad not oniy were the sides protected, 
but “fighting tops” were employed just 
as in our navy today

A Short National Anthem. 

Japan has perhaps the shortest of all 
national anthems. It is called “Kimi 

Ga Yo,” from its first three words, and 
| consists of thirty-two syllables, which 
count in poetry, however, as thirty-one. 
The exceeding brevity is due to the 
national fondness for conciseness of 
phrase and for economy of expression 
in all forms of art. 

The patriotic song is what the Japa- 
nese call a “tanka,” or verse of five 
lines, the first and third being of five 
and the others of seven syllables.

This is, 
however, tougher than of parts 
less used, becnuse the connective tis- 
sue and fiber increase as well as the 
contents of the muscle tubes. 

The lean of good beef is firm, elas- 
tic and when first cut purplish red, the 
surface becoming bright red and moist 
after exposure to the air. The tender- 
er cuts are fine grained and well mot- 
tled with fat; a thick layer of firm, 
light, straw colored fat extends over 
the rib and loin cuts; the kidney suet 
is white and crumbly. Flabby, dark 
or coarse beef with yellow fat is poor. 
If it has little fat, it is from an old or 
underfed creature.—Beatrice Raven in 
American Queen.

CARNEGIE’S GREAT GIFT 


Donor Tells of Aims of Institution 
to Be Established at Washington 
Washington, Jan. 10.—Official an- 

nouncement was made yesterday of the 
board of trustees of the Carnegie in- 
stitution, which has been incorporated 
here under the $10,000,000 gift of An- 
drew Carnegie. The only indication ag 
to the form of the gift is that It will be 
in “S percent bonds.” 

Mr. Carnegie’s purpose, as stated by 
himself in requesting the various trus- 
tees to become members of the “beard, 
is as follows: 

“It is propesed to found in the city of 
Washington, in the spirit of Washing- 
ton, an institution which shall, in the 
broadest and most liberal manner, en- 
courage investigation, research and dis- 
covery; encourage the application of 
knowledge to the improvement of man- 
kind; provide such buildings, labora- 
tories, books and apparatus as may be 
needed; and afford instruction of an ad- 
vanced character to students, inside or 
outside of schools, properly jvalified to 
profit thereby. 

“Among its aims are these: To in- 
crease the etticiency of the universities 
and other institutions of learning by 
utilizing and adding to their existing 
facilities, and alding teachers in the va- 
rious institutions for experinrental and 
other work in these institutions as far 
as may be advisable. 

“ro discover the exceptional man in 

every department of study and enable 

him by financial aid to make the work 
for which he seems specially designed 
his life work. 

“To promote original research, pay- 
ing great attention thereto as beiug one 
of the chief purposes of this Institution. 

“To increase facilities for higher edu- 
cation, 

“To enable such students as may find 
Washington the best point for their 
special studies to avail themselves of 
such advantages as may be open to 
them in the museums, libraries, lab- 
oratories, observatories, meteorological, 
piscatorial and forestry schools and 
kindred institutions of the several de- 
partments of the government. 

“To ensure the prompt publication and 
distribution of the results of scien- 
tifie investigation, a field considered to 
be highly important.”

Milner Advocates Squeezing 

Johannesburg, Jan. 10.-—At a local 
banquet given here last night, Lord Mil- 
ner, the British high commissiouer in 
South Africa, made a long speech. He 
declared: “The war will end all the 
sooner if we apply a steady physical 
pressure, without fidgeting «bout nego- 
tiations.

“After taking off the outer skin, 
which is of the grayish tint peculiar 
to trees in general, the inner part, per- 
fectly white and somewhat sticky, is 
removed and formed into a big ball, 
which is placed in running water to 
soak. This ball is picked to pieces lit- 
tle by little, and the pieces thus sep- 
arated are washed and placed in a 
large pot with a certain quantity of 
water. The mass is then covered with 
ashes, followed by a second layer of 
bark, again covered with ashes, and so 


The pot is then filled with water, the 


loss by evaporation, always throwing 
in a handful of ashes. 

“On the morning of the third day 
the bark, completely reduced by cook- 
ing, looks like a thick batter, which is 
then passed through a sieve and wash- 
ed in fresh water. It is then beaten, 
briskly kneaded and under the pressure 
of the fingers is transformed into a soft 
dough, which is spread, still damp, on 
the green leaves of the traveler’s tree 
with a special tool, consisting of two 
rods about eighteen inches long, joined 
by slats of raffia wood, the only wood, 
apparently, to which the pulp will not 
stick. This is the most delicate part of 
the whole operation. 

“With the flat of the hand, moistened, 
the required thickness is given to the 
sheet. It is then pressed, leveled, 
smoothed and put in the sun. 

“As soon as It is dry it is glazed with 
weak rice water, spread with the hand, 
like starch on linen. The sheet, still in 
a damp state, is then, as it were, ironed 
out by the hand or with a polished peb 
ble. It is finally dried, peeled off from

The great value of this moving picture 
of course lies particularly in the fact

1. The kingdom. A kingdom is the 
territory or country over which a king 
bears rule. The kingdom of God is 
therefore the sphere in which God is 
the supreme ruler. The heart of a 
Christian is a kingdom of God. The 
whole realm of Christian believers is 
the kingdom of God in this life. Heay- 
ex is also the kingdom of God, for He 
fs sovereign ruler there. God's king- 
dom in this world, the kingdom meant 
in the topic, is not a temporal but a 
spiritual kingdom.

Others With Whom He Tried to Deal 
Had Their Suspicions Aroused and

| Boston, Jan. 11.—In spite ofthe si- 
lence of the police it has become known 
|} that the group of government bonds 
valued at $15,000 which are said to have 
been stolen in this city last Monday, 
were obtained from N. W. Harris & 
a forged certified 
check on the National Shawmut hank. 
The facts in the case leaked out through 
other brokers on whom the swindle had 
been tried in vain and through a meet- 
ing of the directors of the National 
Shawmut bank held yesterday to con- 


Co., bankers, on 


sider the forgery. After the directors’ 
|}meeting President Stearns said: 


“There is nothing I can tell about the 
matter, as it is another person's secret. 
All I can say is that the bank has not 
lost a cent nor is it going to loseany.” 

The brokers who considered that they 
| had been too sharp for the swindler 
were more willing to talk than the po- 
lice. From what they said it appears 
| that the clever crook had been in Bos- 
| ton for two or three weeks, and had 
been in communication a dozen times 
with brokers and bankers. 

About two weeks ago he called upa 
well known firm by telephone and 
asked if he could secure $25,000 worth 
of government bonds. He would pay 
for them on delivery he said, with one 

of F. H. Gay & Co.’s certified checks. 
| “I know F. H. Gay & Co.’s_ checks. 
They are all right,” the broker told him, 
} and then they talked about the bonds, 
| but when the stranger gave the num- 
| ber of his telephone the broker became 
| suspicious, as it was not BW. H.Gay & 
Co.’s number, and on mentioning the 
fact the man admitted it, but said his 
name was Curtis and that he repre- 
sented by Gay & Co. Then he was cut 
off. The broker later made inqniries at 
Gay & Co.'s office and found that no 
man named Curtis had any right to use 
one of their certified checks. The mat- 
ter was not reported to the police. 

About the same time the wan talked 
with Fiske & Robinson about govern- 
ment bonds, but the firm had its sus- 
| picions aroused, and asked some ques- 
| tlons which resulted in the man not 
keeping an engagement he had nade. 

Several other brokers were tried in 
vain. Finally the man calied up Tarris 
& Co. He was Mr. Bruce, he told the 
broker, and had a certified check on 
the National Shawmut hank, and he 
would like to get bonds as soon as pos- 
sible. So there were set iside for him 
10 $1000 government 4 percent 
pons and five Baltimore and 
$1000 8% percent coupons, due July 1, 
1925. Hegavea check for 315.000, -The 
brokers didn’t question the check. 
When it was presented at the bank, 
however, both the signature and the 
certification were declared forgeries, 
and the police were called. Officials of 
the bank say it is a forgery which on 
the face appears clever, but tbat it 
could have easily been proven what it 
was by investigation. 

Gay & Co. declare that a forgery of 
their checks is practically impossible, 
as the firm’s checks are especially pre- 
pared. Mr. Gay believes that the check 
the man claimed to have bad would 
have caused his arrest the roment he 
presented it. 

Boston Inspectors are In New York 
looking for the man with the Rosten 
bonds. Banking men throughout the 
country have been notified of the af- 
fair, and every effort will be made to 
bring about the arrest of the operator.

at the state house, which is almost iden- 
tical with the original demands 
upon the master teamsters by their men. 
Asa result of last meeting, 
there will be no strike, and the new 
agreement, which is for one year, was 
sizned today by the Master Teamsters’ 
association, representing 283 master 
teamsters who employ 4500 men, and 
by the Team Drivers’ union. ‘The 
teamsters, who carried practically every 
one of their points, are highly pleased 
over their victory, and the merchants 
of the city, who have followed the con- 
troversy closely from the beginning, 
are greatly delighted at the successful 
outcome of the peace negotiations, 

Al great deal of hard work was put in 
yesterday by the parties interested. At 
noon a conference of committees from 
both sides was held with the state board 
of arbitration, at which President Lin- 
coln of the Chamber of Commerce was 
present, and the situation was can- 
vassed fully, but no common ground of 
settlement could be reached. Mayor 
Collins was then waited upon, and for 
two hours listened to arguments pro 
and con, taking the keenest interest in 
the matter, and promising to do every: 
thing in his power to bring about a com-

When the committees left the mayor's 
office, it was agreed that they should 
meet again with the state board of ar- 
bitration at 5 o'clock, and at that hour 
they again went into session. For sev- 
eral hours arguments were listened to, 
the discussion becoming exceedingly 
warm at times.

Barry of the state board had pictured 
the great calamity which a strike would 
bring upon the city, the representatives 
of the master teamsters agreed to con- 
rede certain points upon which they 
had hitherto held out, and an agree- 
ment mutually satisfactory was drawn 
ap for signature.

A, tyRical ecene in a Manchurian ril- 


fage is thus described by a correspomi- 
ent of the Landan News: 

“That afternoon we pulled up neer 
three shanties on a woodside, and a 
gang of Chinese, all squabbling and 
making noises like dogs growling over 
bones, fought with one another to get 
or a platform where a boiler was 
chained.

He gave a wriggle 
and died. The Russians who saw the 
accident were affected. The Chinese 
laughed. He lay for an hour in the 
sun until I undid his sleeping rug and 
spread it over his face. He was soon 
forgotten. A Chinese threw some hot 
water over a growling dog and made 
it howl. At this there were shrieks of 
mirth, 

“The engine puffed and groaned and 
jerked the wagons into progress. The 
last I saw of this spot was two China- 
; men pitching mud at the same dog to 
keep it from sniffing at the body of the 
dead.” 


Sense In Proverbs. 
There !s a deal of sound sense in the 
proverbs of a nation. Earl Russell de- 
fined a proverb as being the wit of one 
man and the wisdom of many, and the 
aptness of this is well shown in the 
following from the Spanish, “Since we 
cannot get what we like, let us like 
what we get.” The thought fs as old 
as the race of mankind, but ages pass- 
ed before one man hit upon the happy 
expression of it. This saying from the 
Chinese is a whole homily on pride in 
one sentence, “When a tree is blown 
down, it shows that the branches are 
longer than the roots.” 
For a concise expression of the lofty 
aspirations of youth and the sober 
achievements of riper years take this 
sentence from Henry D. Thoreau, “The 
youth gets together his materials to 
build a bridge to the moon, or per- 
chance a palace or temple on the earth, 
and at length the middle aged man con- 
cludes to build a woodshed with them.” 
Did Not Know What Was Going On. 
There is a fact about the French rey- 
olution more wonderful in its way than 
any which can be discovered in old 
newspapers. It Is the fact, gathered 
from private letters of the period, that 
in those stirring times, when all the 
world was ringing with the events in 
Paris, there were actually people in 
that city living in absolute ignorance 
of the horrors around them. There 
was no reign of terror for them. They 
lived veritable recluses in their quiet 
| suburban houses, hearing nothing, 
reading nothing of the turmoil which 
startled and terrified the nations. One 
wonders much what manner of people 
| these oysterlike folks might be. Noth- 
Ing sounds more incredible today. Yet 
there are many things in history not 
half so well authenticated, though his- 
tery Is curiously silent on so strange a 
circumstance. 


Temperament and Exercise. 
Careful tests and observations made 
at the Yale psychological laboratory 
have demonstrated the importance of 
| studying individual temperament be- 
| fore prescribing a system of physical 
lexercise. A nervous temperament, for 
| example, requires a different treatment 
|from that required by a phlegmatic 
temperament, without regard to the 

physical condition of the subject. 

The mental factors are more neces- 
sary than the muscular in the develop- 
ment of strength. A nervous person 
should never be required to take heavy 
exercise. A phlegmatic person, on the 
contrary, requires it. The phlegmatic 
temperament indicates reserve energy 
{n both muscles and nerve cells, while 
the nervous temperament has less re- 
serve power, but greater ability to use 
the energy at band.—Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. 


Mirrors of the Israelites. 

The earliest mirrors of which men- 
tion is made in history were in use 
among the Israelites in the time of 
Moses. That gentleman, as recorded 
in the Bible, commanded in a certain 
emergency that these articles should 
be transformed into wash basins for 
the priests. They were made of brass. 
Doubtless similar utensils of this and 
other materials were in use long before 
that. At that same period black glass 
was employed for the purpose, as well 
as transparent glass with black foil on 
the back. It is related that the Span- 
iards found mirrors of polished black 
stone, both convex and concave, among 
the natives of South America. 


} What the Truffle Is, 

| ‘The ancient Romans, at whose sump- 
tuous banquets truffles played an im- 
portant role, supposed that their ex- 
istence was one of tle material gesults 
of thunder. More modern botanists 
have classed it as a species of mush- 
room, but it can scarcely be termed 
such. To be exact, the truffle is a tu- 

| berculous fungus, a sort of morbid ex- 
travasation of vegetable sugars anal- 
ogous to oak balls or nutgalls and 
doubtless originating, as these latter, 

| from the sting of an insect.

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TRAGEDY IN A MILL 


Woman Shoots a Former Shopmate 
and Then Kills Herself 

Manchester, N. H., Jan. 13.—The at- 
tempted murder of Miss Jennie Gagnon 
by Miss Ledrande Lesuyer, better 
known as Annie Beaudry, and the sui- 
cide of the latter, caused intense ex- 
citement among the operatives of the 
upper canal jack room of Amoskeag 
mill No.1 on Saturday. Miss Beaudry 
was found unconscious on the floor 
when the smoke cleared away and was 
removed to a hospital, where she died 
in less than 15 minutes after her ar- 
rival. 

Her intended victim received a bullet 
wound over the right eye, the missile 
passing out through the skull over the 
right ear. She will recover. 

Her assailant used a 32-calibre re- 
volver and fired but two shots. Cor- 
oner Lord was notified of Miss Beau- 
dry’s death and decided that an inquest 
was unnecessury. The body has been 
taken in charge by relatives. 

That the attempt at murder and sub- 
sequent suicide was premeditated there 
is no question, since a farewell note was 
left for her father by Miss Beaudry. A 
mental hallucination that Miss Gagnon 
was responsible for her losing her place 
in the mill scems to have been the cause 
of the attack by Miss Beaudry. She had 
been employed in the jack room on a 
machine next to her intended victim for 
more than a year. She was always} 
having trouble with the other girls in 
the room. About two months ago she 
had a row with Jennie Gagnon, which 
ended in her striking her with a stool. | 
Trouble with the overseer followed 
and when Miss Beaudry left the mill 
she told Miss Gagnon that she would 
kill her. Miss Reaudry frequently com- 
plained that everyone abused her. 


Two Burglars Caught

In two hours she 
sank. The Rambler was built in 1879 
and she was valued at $5000.

house is not too good for the child. 

A thin flannel bandage around a 
baby’s abdomen will often prevent 
cholera infantum. 

Extract of quassia, which is bitter, 
rubbed on the finger tips, will prevent 
a child biting its nails. 

The baby should be encouraged to 
stretch its limps and craw! about, but 
not to walk too soon, in order to 
strengthen it and promote circulation. 

If a child is seen to have a little 
cold, rub the chest with sweet oil 
morning and evening. Warm the hand 
and apply about a teaspoonful of the 
oil, rubbing for five minutes. 

The mother should regard any dis- 
charge from the child’s ear as a dan- 
ger signal. Consult a doctor at once, 
as the discharge sometimes arises 
from an abscess which may affect the 
brain. 

No sweeping should be done while 
the children are in the room. If, how- 
ever, because of sickness, this is neces- 
sary, dust the furniture and floor with 
a moist cloth and use a carpet sweeper 
instead of a broom. 

An infant should not be given any 
food containing starch until it cuts its 
teeth. Starchy foods include corn, 
flour, tapioca, sago, rice, potatoes, etc. 
An infant is not old enough to digest 
any of these until its teeth are cut.

HALF A MiLLION LOSS 


Big Suilding at Manchester 
Destroyed by Fire 


RUINED IN LESS THAN HOUR 


Was Considered the Finest Structure 
In New England North of Boston— 
Nearby Property Narrowly Escaped 
Destruction From Spread of Flame 
Manchester, 


N. H., Jan, 15.—"lhe de- 


struction of the Kennard, a granite 
structure considered to be the finest 
business office block in New England 


north of Boston, last night, proved to 
be the worst fire here for mauy years, 
the total loss being $500,000. Beside 
the Kennard, the Smyth block was 
practically ruined, and considerable 
damage was done to the home of the 
Derryfield club, in the rear of the Ken- 
nard. In the Smyth block were the 
‘ark theatre, occupied last night by J. 
. Little's dramatic company, present- 
ing, “The World,” and two bauks, 

The Kennard was totally burned, a 
few piles of masonry alone rising upon 
the site of what was once a magnificent 
granite structure six stories in height. 
The fire started in this block about 9 
o'clock, on the first floor,in the clothing 
store of Allen & Kimball. The first 
warning that the occupants of the Ken- 
hard had was an explosion that re- 
sounded through the city. The firemen 
made a great effort to stop the fire on 
the first floor, but the flames hud got be- 
tween the floors, and the structure 
seemed to break out in flames in all 
parts. At the time the board of trade 
Was in session, and the moment the ex- 
plosion was heard a great rush for the 
exits wasinade. Everyone get out safe. 
Of the scores of occupants of the Ken- 
nard in business hours there were quite 
& number of tenants in tneir offices last 
night, and some of these had very ex- 


_— 


citing experiences before they got 
through the smoke in the halls and 


reached the sidewalks in safety. 

As soon as the firemen realized that 
the fire was beyond their control Con- 
cord and Nashua were asked to send as- 
sistance. In the meantime the flames 
had spread from the first floor up 
through the other floors and in 45 niin- 
utes had burst through the roof over the 
centre of the structure. From that no- 
ment the block was doomed and soon 
after 11 o’clock the walls began to fall. 

The flames jumped Water street and 
set fire to the Smyth block, wherein the 
Park theatre is situated. The flames 
caught on the hood on top of the Inock, 
which serves asa covering for the 
theatrestage. The block wassevedand 
the fire damage is confined to the 
theatre stage. 

When one of the rear walls of the Ken- 
nard fell the roof of the extenslon of the 
Derryfield club was ignited, but the 
firemen put out this vlaze which, how- 
‘ever, did about $10,000 damage. All 
the stores facing the Kannard block on 
Elm street had more or less damage, as 
the heat broke the plate glass windows 
and the smoke filled the buildings. 

The direct cause of the fire is not 
known, but it is thought to have started 
from new electrical connectlons which 
had been made in Allen & Kimball's 
store on Monday. 

The Kennard block was buiJt in 1892 
and cost $250,000. Atanearly hour this 
morning it was impossible to uscertain 
the individual losses of the occupants 
of the Kennard, but it was placed at 
from $150,000 to $200,000. 

The loss on the block Is total and the 
damage to the Smyth block will prob- 
ably be from $10,000 to $15,000, » hile 
miscellaneous damage to stores und the 
Derryfield clubhouse will reach $10,- 
000. Several of the finest law Nbraries 
in the state were destroyed and the 
business houses occupying the first floor 
of the Kennard were among the larg- 
est in the city.

CHINESE EYES OPENED 


To the Necessity of Being) 
Friendly to Foreigners 


| MODERNIZATION OF COURT 


Flas Not Yet Been Proven to Be More 
Than Skin Deep—Officials Making 
Up For Lost Lime In Peddling Out 


Favors In Exchange For Lucre 


Pekin, Jan, 15.—The first week of the 
rehabilitation of the Chinese court and 
of its resumption of authority at the 
capital has been a period of the most in- 
tense interest to all classes of Chinese 
and foreigners. But the week has 
hardly sutliced to furnish proofs from 
which deductions can be drawn regard- 
(ing the policy of the empress dowager 
under the new conditions. That the 
empress dowager governs as absolutely 
as before the attempt to crush progress, 
and that she recognizes that foreign in- 
teresis and opinvions must be respected, 
fare apparent. That considerations 
other than the fear inspired by the evi- 
\dence of foreign dominance actuate ler 
will continue to be questioned by the 
Chinese officials nearest the throne and 
by foreigners, unless time proves tle 
contrary. 

Two powers are gaining ascendancy in 
the council of the empress dowager. 
The first of these is Yuan Shi Kai, who 
is pro-foreign to the extent of appre- 
¢iating the strength of foreign nations 
land the necessity for China’s adoption 
of the instruments by which such 
strength was attained. ‘The second 
power is Yung Lu, the imperial treas- 
urer, who is the most influential among 
the advisers of the empress dowager. 
He is bitterly hostile to foreiguers, but 
iis temporarily impressed with the ad- 
visability of conciliating them, Yung 
Shi Kai, the governor of Chi Li proy- 
ince, having 10,000 or 12,000 of the best 
troops in China in and about the cap- 
ital, is the personage the empress dow- 
‘ager-must consider. 

It has not yet appeared that the mod- 
ernization of the court Is more than skin 
deep. Ali te old methods of corruption 
and intrigue fur vflice, the purchase of 
favors and bribery to secure audiences 
have been resumed witha vigor indicat- 
{ng that officialdom is trying to make up 
for lost time. 

Two edicts, which are largely the re- 
sult of the insistence of M. Bean, the 
rights 
jef the missionaries, appeared yesterds y. 
The first edict admonishes all officiais, 
in strong terms, to protect and /)aintain 
ithe rights-of native Christians. ‘The 
second edict dismisses a number of offi- 
icials from office for complicity :n the 
“Boxer” movement Among the olli- 
cials thus dismissed is the vice pres!- 
dent of the censorate, whose name was 


pe the black-list of the foreign minis- 
ers.

From the sixty-fifth report of the 
State Board of education presented to 
to the Legislature this afternoon the 
following facts of gemeral interest have 
been taken:— 

The number of children within the 
compulsory age limits of seven and 
fourteen attending the public schools 
during the last school year was 292,028. 
This number is 91 per cent. of the 
whole number of children within the 
compulsory age limits as determined 
by the schoo! census taken at the he- 
ginning of the school year, and 87 per 


cent. of the whole number as deter- 
mined by the school census taken at 
the end of the school year. As to the 


rest of the Children between seven and 
fourteen the great majority were in 
private schools. 

The total number of different 
of all ages enrolled in public 
schools was 48,188; the average mem- 
bership was 406,081, or 87 per cent. of 
the total enrollment; and the average 
attendance was 371,048, or 91 per cent. 
of the average membership. ‘The total 
bumber enrolied in private schools was 
82,325.

These figures indicate that the people 
have a just regard for the value of the 
schools to their children. Parents of 
all creeds and parties “are not 
loyally meeting the legal requirements, 
but they are going much beyond them 
in accepting educational advantages. 

Of the 13,622 different teachers em- 
ployed, 1,214 were men and 12,048 were 
women. There has been an increase 
of $4.40 over the preceding year in 
the wages of men per montb, the aver- 
age now being $140.94 and an increase 
of 25 cents in the wages of women 
per month, the average now being 
$52.75 Tho great 
the two rates is largely due to the fact 
that the men generally are superinten- 
dents or principals of important 
schools, 

There isa rapidly growing demand 
that all teachers in the high schools 
shall have had a college or university 
education as well as a professional 
preparation and some successful ex- 
perience in teaching. A growing num- 
ber of college trained women are taking 
kindergarten and normal = school 
preparation to fit themselyes to teach 
children in the elementary and grammar 
schools, and an increasing number of 
pedagogical courses are offered in the 
colleges : 

The total expenditure for the snpport 
of public schools was $10,758, 432.64, of 
which $10,381,931.87 or 91 per cent., 
was raised by local taxation. 

The total expenditure for school 
building, new and old, was $53,045,- 
013.09, of which $3,041,926.08 or 99 
per cent., was raised by local taxation. 

The taxation cost of support for each 
child in the average membership of 
the public schools was $26.49,—an in- 
crease of 43 cents over the preceding 
year; the taxation cost of land and 
building was $33.99 for each child,—an 
increase of 7 cents over the preceding 
year. 

Of the total State valuation, the 
amount raised by taxation for support 
was $3.63 on each $1,000 thereof as 
against $3.62 the preceding year,—an 
increase of 1 cent; while the amount 
taised by taxation for support and 
buildings was $4.66 on each $1,000, a 
—decrease of 5 cents. This decrease is 
slight, but it- supports the gratifying 
proposition that for the year reported 
a reduced school tax bas yielded an in- 
creased sum for each child in the pub- 
lic schools, 

The report says that increased care is 
now shown in approving teachers in 
eligible towns for the purpose of State 
aid in increasing their salaries, com- 
mends the growing efliciency of the 
normal schools, and advocates an in- 
crease in the Legislature’s appropria- 
tion of last year ($50,000) for the erec- 
tion of the new dormitory at Westfield. 

After referring to the need of addi- 
tional help in the secretary's office and 
the importance of preparing a new 
manual for the use of schovl com- 
mittees containing the revised school 
laws with annotations, supreme court 
decisions etc., the Board concludes as 
follows:— 

‘*So far as general legislation to 
determine the scope and ideals of pub- 
lic education is concerned. there is 
little left for Massacuhsetts to do: the 
grander outlines of its policy are well 
settled. So far as the requirements of 
the school laws impose extraordinary

In any case, 
the little Leesburg youngster, with his 
reddish brown curls and keen, laugh- 
ing black eyes, spent his babyhood in 
an environinent which doubtless has 
had a marked effect upon his life. 

Lewis Nixon’s father was a man of 
extreme probity and of humble social 
position. His mother was a lovely wo- 
man, gentle and amiable and possessed 
of every domestic virtue as well as a 
firm and noble character. Everybody 
loved Mrs. Nixon. Every one today 
in Leesburg speaks tenderly of her 
and regrets that she should have died 
before her idolized son had reached 
success, An old friend, a Virginia la- 
dy, who has known Lewis Nixon since 
he was in petticoats, says of him: 

“Lewis Nixon was never like any 
other Leesburg boy. From the time 
be could toddle he was a personage. 
I recollect coming across him one 
spring morning as I walked toward 
the village. He couldn't have been 
over three years old at the time. He 
was lying full length in the road, face 
downward, leaning on his elbows, 
studying two ‘spessermins,’ as he call- 
ed them. The ‘spessermins’ were a 
butterfly and an angleworm. The look 
of deep study upon the baby’s face— 
he was still in kilts—was so amusing 
that I stopped and said: 

“‘Which do you like best, Lewis? 
Which would you rather be, a butter- 
fly or an angleworm?’ 

“The small man did not smile, but 
raised his eyes to me and said, ‘I'd 
rather fly than crawl.’ 2 

“He then gathered up his ‘spesser- 
mins’ and departed to seek for more. 

“From babyhood Lewis was an en- 
thusiastic naturalist, and his mother 
would tell of most extraordinary col- 
lections of bugs, beetles, lizards and 
flowers and how Lewis knew the 
names of every insect, animal and 
plant in the woods or mountains that 
surround Leesburg. As a mere baby, 
or so it seems to me now, Lewis used 
to go out on long solitary tramps. 
Sometimes he would start off early in 
the morning and be gone the entire 
day, always eager, interested, busy, 
acquiring through nature, the greatest 
of all schools, a fund of knowledge 
that no book made by hands can im- 
part. 

“When Lewis was about six years 
old, he began to take an extraordinary 
interest in boats. Now, Leesburg is an 
inland town, and boats require water. 
The baby in kilts, with his curls flying 
in the air, built his first boat after 
plans of his own. I will wager no 
such craft was ever launched since 
time began as that same first boat of 
Lewis Nixon's. 

“When the time came to launch the 
eraft, the fact that there was no water 
did not in the least curb the ardor of 
the youth shipbuilder. He informed 
his wondering family that he knew 
water would run down a hill, and if he 
could pump water fast enough down 
a gutter from the pump his ship would 
float. And it did. Strange and un- 
canny as the queerly contrived thing 
looked to everyday eyes, once the en- 
gineer—his curls damp witb perspira- 
tion, his face crimson with the effort 
of pumping—managed to get a flow of 
water down the bill, 
launched, and, sure enough, she sat the 
water all right and floated safely down 
to the pool below, while the exhausted 
pumper gravely nodded his bead and 
said: 

' “I knew it would float: 
I made it to float.’ 

“Once when tke craft was broken by 
running into a handmade bridge over 
an imaginary stream Lewis’ little 
friends were in great dismay. 

“‘Oh, Lewis,’ they cried, ‘what shall 
we do now the boat is broken?

| troversy, the character of Aguinaldo, 
alluding to the report that he had sold 
Out his people for Spanish gold. Mr. 
Hoar said he supposed “if ever there 
was a shallow, cheap. refuted slander 
it was this story,” and yet it was per- 
| sistently repeated. This was a severe 
though deserved reflection upou sore of 
his well known associates, who have

SAD MESSAGE OF DEATH 


Wireless Telegraph Tells Light- 
ship Keeper of Child’s End. 


STORM KEFT HIM FROM BEDSIDE. 


Captain Jorgenson Describes How 
the News of His Daughter's Death 
Came Through the Air—Her Last 
Words Flashed to Him by the Mar- 
cont System, 


“Christine is dying. Come home.” 

Out of the mist and the storm by 
wireless telegraph came these fateful 
words to Captain James Jorgenson on 
the Nantucket lightship. And yet he 
was powerless to stir from his ocean 
prison house. 

When the first wireless message 
reached the Nantucket Shoals light- 
ship, informing Captain Jorgenson that 
his only daughter had been stricken 
with lockjaw as the result of vaccina- 
tion, he determined to reach home if 
it were possible. When it came to 
launching the boat, however, it was 
found that no ordinary open boat could 
live in the angry sea which surged 
around the lightship. For more than a 
week the storm had been raging. 

Though the captain was willing to 
brave the dangers in the hope of reach- 
ing his dying daughter’s bedside, he 
could not conscientiously ask his men 
to risk their lives for his sake. He 
could only spend the dreary hours in 
wondering how his child was faring, 
flashing ever and anon messages to 
the shore making anxious inquiry. As 
the weary hours crept on Captain Jor- 
genson paced the storm swept deck of 
the lightship, watching the elements 
in hope that there would be a lull in 
the storm. But its fury increased from 
day to day. 

In the captain's home the grief and 
anxiety were heartrending. The dying 
girl expressed but one wish, made but 
one inquiry, as the hours crept by: 

“Why don’t father come to me? Shall 
I see him before I die? 
come guick.” 

At the signal station on shore the 
wireless messages were sent out from 
hour te hour, giving the captain bulle- 
tins of his daughter's condition. Every 
one knew the deep attachment which 
the old captain felt for his daughter. 
She had spent days with him on the 
lightship, helping him to keep his lone- 
ly vigil, cheering his dreary existence. 
Now death was claiming her for its 
own. Unless the captain were taken 
from the ship in time he would never 
see her alive. 

Government officials, among whom 
Captain Jorgenson was a great favor- 
ite, planned to relieve the captain's 
torture. The lightship tender Azalea 
was requisitioned to effect the cuptain’s 
rescue. The boat went out to sea in the 
teeth of the storm. When the Azalea 
came to within megaphone hailing dis- 
tance of the lightship, it was found 
that she could approach no nearer ow- 
ing to the high seas, and the little

Captain Jorgenson has described for 
the New York World his hours of anx- 
jous waiting and agony on the storm 
beset lightship: 

“On the day my daughter died,” said 
he, “wireless messages which owing to 
some derangement of the apparatus 
on land had been delayed began com- 
ing at the lightship, the first telling me 
that my danghter was very sick, an- 
other that she was dying and a third 
that she was dead. [It was a weird 
and dreadful experience, like a ghost 
message delivered to me by an unseen 
agency out of the tempest. I was 
frantic, for I knew it meant death for 
me to attempt to leave the ship. On 
Saturday (Jan. 4} and Sunday it was 
the same, for no hoat could reach me, 
and in my despair, realizing the utter 
impossibility of reaching land, I nearly 
died. On Monday the weather cleared, 
but no boat hove in sight, and not un- 
til Tuesday morning, when the Atlantic 
liner Astoria, from Glasgow, came 
along, bound inward for New York, 
was I able to signal. She took me off, 
and the next day we reached New 
York. Then came the quarantine and 
other delays, so that I did not reach 
home until Thursday. 

“I can say nothing more of my ex- 
perience during that fearful week, 
longing and praying for one look at 
my dead danghter’s face and fearing 
that she would be laid away before I 
could see her. But, thank God, I ar- 
zived in time. Now that it is over 1 
feel that my affliction has aged me 
terribly. I was comparatively young 
before it happened and my hair was 
scarcely touched with gray. Now, as 
you see, it is almost white.” 

Though fate had played a tragic 
@ick on the aged lightship master, yet 
%t did not deny him the melancholy 
satisfaction of seeing his daughter be- 
fore she was laid away in the tomb.

Hale Says It Has Proved Not 
to Be 2 Success

HOAR DISAGREES WITH HIM 


Says Our Independence Was Wou at 

Sea Through the Rate of Maritime 
Thinks 
Too Much Credit

Englanders Get 
Washington, Jan. 16.—\ spirited dis- 
cussion was precipitated in the senate 
yesterday by some remarks submitted 
by Mr. Hale of Maine, in respect to bills 
relating to the formation of « naval re- 
serve which he inireduced. He took 
Strong ground against the organization 
of a naval reserve. 

Experience bad shown, he said, that 
at the beginning of a war plenty of 
young men were réady to enlist in the 
bavy and enter the ranks of naval mil- 
itia, but at the conclusion of the war the 
interest in the organizations ceased and 
it was found difficult to maintain them. 

Iie was of the opiniou that the United 
States was not likely, as a nation, to 
take much interest lu the militia forces 
either of the land orefthesea. Intime 
of stress he was certain that the coun- 
try would be obliged to depend upon vol- 
unteers, called out in an emergency, or 
upon some form of compulsory ser- 
vice. England, he said, had “learned 
this lesson from her smallest and 
wickedest war.” 

“If,” he said, “we are to become a 
great war power, we will Lave to learn 
the lesson other nations have learned. 
Every one of the nations of the world 
that stands snarling at another depends, 
to some extent, upon some sort of com- 
pulsory military service.” 


Mr. Hale declared that England was 
about to resort to conscription to raise 
men te fight “a hom of freemen 
thousands of miles away.” It has been 
proved, he said, that naval :jilitia was 
not a success. Of course, it could be 
maintained in “lingering, half-hearted 
manner,” but it never really anicunted 
to much. 

In conclusion he said: “If we have 
determined that we are to become a 
great war power, with a great army and 
a great navy, no system of volunteering 
will answer the purpose.” 

In response to an inquiry from Mr. 
Hawley, Mr. Hale said he did not sup- 
pose that the United States ever would 
dispeuse absolutely with the militia, 
It would continue to be maintained iu 
a half-hearted way. In time of war he 
did not think it would be worth reckon- 
ing wiih. What he desired to impress 
upon the senate and upon the country 
was that the naval reserve was aud al- 
ways would be weak and meager. Itis 
difficult, even now, said he, to secure 
men enough to man the ships of the 
United States navy and it is Jmpossible 
to maintain the interest in the naval re- 
serve. 


Several senators were drawn into the 
debate in defense of the militia forces of 
the various states, Mr. Hale finally dis- 
claiming any intention to reflect on the 
pational guard. 

Mr. Hoar said it was manifest that in 
every warlike emergency the country 
must be protected by a trained n'iStia 
or by a regular army, or by both. It 
had been proved that the United States 
ought to have a good, reguiar army of 
moderate strength, supplemented by a 
strong militia force. 

Mr. Hoar, referring to the training of 
sailors in civil life, said there was an- 
other fact not generally known. Our 
independence in the war of the revolu- 
tion had been won at sea. England 
could have continued for a jundred 
years if necessary, the land ‘sar of the 
revolution, because she was able to pay 
the cost. It wasnotthe French alli- 
ance, but the rate of maritirac insurance 
which compelled the unwilling -uorarch 
to come to peace. It was New Eug- 
land and other sailors of the maritime 
states who won the battle. The rate of 
insurance on English commercial ships 
then was 28 percent, in the Mediterra- 
nean. It was theship owners of Bristol 
who won the battle by privateers and 
not the navy. 

Mr. ‘Tillman persisted that Mr. Hoar 
should give some of the credit of achiev- 
ing independence to other colonies than 
New England, amid laughter and ap- 
plause, he declared: “There's glory 
enough to go ‘round, as our great ad- 
miral in command at the battle of San- 
tlago said.” 


Evans to Arrange Program 

Washington, Jan. 16.—Secretary Long 
yesterday called Rear Admiral Kobley 
D. Evans into consultation respecting 
the coming visit to the United States of 
Prince Henry of Germany. Hecharged 
Admira] Evans with the preparation of 
a naval program for the reception. Ip 
view of the number of distinguished of- 
ficers who will accompany the prince 
on his visit, it is evident that Admiral 
Evans will require the assistatce of a 
number of junior officers.

Change From Use of Beam Scales to

srievances are adjusted. ‘This action

blow to th®fown 

For 30 years the compary has been 
weighing the reping used in the spin- 
ning department with beam seales, but 
a few weeks ago the discovery was 
made that those scales were inaccurate, 
and the company began the use of grain 
scales, which change, the spivners 
claim, makes it necessary for them to 
work harder in order to produce a 
given amount of yarn. She men have 
been working until 8 p. 10., four Cays in 
the week, and-they have received no 
pay for these two extra hours. They 
have been earning on an average pot 
over $8 or $9 per week, the lowest men 
receiving $7 and the highest from $10 
to$11. The spinners demanded that the 
deficiency in pay for overtime work be 
made up to them, and that for overtime 
they be paid 10 cents an hour s} ove the 
regular wages. 

Trouble has been brewing since last 
fall, when wages were cut nbout $2 a 
week, but it was brought toa climax by 
the change in the method of weighing. 
A strike was threatened several weeks 
ago, but as work was slack atthat time 
it was felt that a strike might not prove 
effective and it was decided to await a 
more favorable opportunity. Now, 
With improved business conditious, the 
men feel contident of 
cess. 

Sixty spinners struck on Tuesday and 
a committee of three had « conference 
with Ascent Himeniease, wile demanded 
that the men return to work at 1250 p. 
m., or the mills would be shut down, 
This they refused to do and a shut 
down of all but two departaients fol- 
lowed. 

Agent Hinchlesse said that the result 
of a strike woukl prove far more serious 
than the strikers anticipated, and that 
in such event the Assabet mills would 
be shut down for an indetinite period. 
The company is building a new cddition 
to its mill, 700 feet in length, and which 
is nearly completed. In this tultding it 
was intended to give employment to 
1000 extra hands. It was stated ly 
Agent Hinchlesse that unless the strike 
{fs settd, all work on this addition will 
be suspended, and the additional work- 
men will not be put to work. 

The company claims n scarcity of coal 
as the reason for closing the mills, but 
to a casuat observer the supply of that 
commodity on hand appears to he suf- 
ficient for all present needs

THE TEXTILE INDUSTRY 


Important Questions Come Up 
at Fall River 


NO DECIDED ACTION TAKEN 


‘ 


But Matters of Interest to the Craft 
In Varlous Sectious of the Country 
Are Considered—The 


Union Asked to Se 


International 
sttle Strike Debt 


Fall River, Jan, 17.-Au im- 
portant meeting of the executive council 
of the United Textile Workers of Awer- 
fea was held here last night, and mat- 
ters affecting a wide stretch of territory 
were considered. ‘he priucipal pur- 
bose of the meeting was to consider a 
communication received from the tex- 
tile workers in Augusta, Ga., stating 
their various grievances and requesting 
an advance of wages of 10 percent. An- 
other communication was received from 
the operatives of the Hickman tnills at 
Grantville, S. C., where the operatives 
lave been locked out since last ‘Tues- 
day morning. In relation to these two 
matters and other miuor grievances in 
connection with the industry, Secretary 
Hibbert was instructed to make a tour 
of the south, visiting all the labor unions 
in that part of the county and obtaining 
their version of the trouble, together 
with that of the manufacturers, and re- 
port back to the council for further con- 
sideration. 

A small strike is in progress jn the 
woolen mills at Seneca Falls, N. Y., and 
the secretary was instructed to obtain 
statements from both sides regarding 
the situation. ‘These operatives ask for 
an advance of wages from 63-4 cents to 
7 cents a yard. 

A communication was received from 
the mills at Plymouth, Pa., notifying the 
council of the extreminely low wages paid 
lu that town. The comnvstication was 
taken under consideration. 

The secretary was also instructed to 
Investigate fully the troubles of the tex- 
tile workers in Allainunce connty, N. 
C., which are the result of the recent 
strike in that section. This strike was 
endorsed before the organization was 
merged into the United Textile Workers 
and {it was said the operatives were 
given to understand that all debts con- 
tracted would be paid by the Interna- 
tional union. At the time of the recent 
convention In Washington it was agreed 
that the new organization would pay 
all bills as soon as possible, but action 
has been deferred until the council contd 
learn the result of the appeals fur as- 
sistance which were sent out. 

The question of adopting a standard 
price list for all branches of the indus- 
try was brought before the council by 
a delegation from New Bedford. The 
council has gone on record as being ino 
favor of a standard price list and en- 
dorses any action similar to the one 
above‘which might be taken by any of 
the unions. In regard to atest being 
nmiade in New Bedford, the council did 
not care to make any recommendation 
or to take action until the matter could 
be more fully investigated. 

Matthew Hart of New Bedford made 
a strong appeal for the United Textile 
Workers taking a stand on this matter, 
and insisting upon Its adoption In every 
mill in the United Statesas the only 
method of preventing trouble con- 
tinually cropping out. He urged that the 
time to force its adoption is at present, 
when the country is in a prosperous 
condition, when the market for cotton 
goods !s active, and when mann- 
facturers are receiving good prices for 
their products. Backed by the New 
Bedford Weavers’ union, Mr. Hart ex- 
plained that the New Bedford weavers 
stand ready to fight this battle for the 
the weavers of the United States, pro- 
vided the New Bedford weavers are 
given the assurance of support by the 
executive council of the United Textile 
Workers of America, which, in his 
opinion, will be necessary in such an Int 
portant undertaking.

Sondon Financial Circles Hear of 
Negotiations For Peace 
London, Jan. 17.—A strong belief pre- 
vailed in financial circles here late yes- 
terday that negotiations for peace had 
been reopened between leading Boers 
and the British government. South 
African stocks rose in sympathy with 
the reports. The exact nature of what 
was going on was not known, but a rep 
resentative of The Associated 


Press 
learned that leading Boers had indirect- 
ly approached the government, protest- 
ing against the appropriation of farms 
In the Transvaal and Orange River col- 
onies by British settlers, which system 
is now being rapidly pushed, and that 
Strong influence had been brought to 
bear on the Boer leaders to save at 
least a vestige of property for their fol 
lowers. 

Whether what is passing between the 
Boers and the British government can 
be termed peace negotiations or what 
will be their result, can only remain 
speculation for the present. The stock 
exchange evidently takes a hopeful 
view of the outcome. 

Nothing definite can be ascertuined 
with regard to the alleged peace move- 
ment. The Vienna papers declare that 
the government of the Netherlands has 
entered into confidential negotiations 
with the Boer leaders with the view of 
bringing the war to an end,

ALLEGED LARCENY OF $5000 


Revealed by Notice Sent by Bank to 
Wellesley Selectmen—Accused Said 
to Have Admitted Forgery and Eme- 


bezzlement to Amount of $25,000 


Wellesley, Mass., Jau, 20.—Albert 
Jennings, the town's ex-treasurer, who 
is at his home under bail awaiting a 
hearing on a charge of forgery, was re- 
arrested Saturday night, this time ona 
complaint alleging larceny of $5000. 
This second case against him was the 
outcome of a notice sent by the Natick 
bank to the selectmen. The expert ac- 
countant at work on Jennings’ books 
said he could find no trace of such a 
note, On Saturday afternoon the bank 
delivered the note to State Officer Dun- 
bam, who brought it here. 

After conferring with the selectmen, 
Officer Dunham went before Judge Mul- 
ligan and swore out a warrant charg- 
ing larceny of $5000. The warrant was 
served on Jennings athishome. Itis 
understood that the note was drawn Ip 
1896, and that Jennings had paid in- 
terest on it ever since. But according 
to the expert accountant, the money was 
hot credited to the town, and no record 
wus made of this note. : 

In his statement to the selectmen, 
Jennings had admitted acts of forgirg 
and of embezzlement, placing tke 
amount at $25,000. In the statement 
Jennings says: “I will take my o: th 
that all the money which 1 have ob- 
tained by forgery and embezzlement 
Was $25,000. There is nothing more.” 

The $25,000 includes the forged $5000 
note, cashed by State Treasurer Brad- 
ford, Dee, 24, 1901, on which the ar- 
rest was made, and a forged check 
for $15,000 which was discounted in 

Zoston. 

The alleged em ezzlement apparently 
involves this note of $5000 presented hy 
the Natick bank, evidence of which was 
obtained by the selectmen through the 
bank's notice. According to Jennings’ 
statement the act was committed last 
year, although it is understood that the 
note was dated 1896. 

A note for $5000 was drawn by Jen- 
nings, who took it to the selectmen for 
their signatures. They signedit. 'Then 
Jennings carried the note to the Natick 
Savings bank, where ft was cashed. 
This note, Jennings stated, was never 
entered on the books of the bank, nnd 1s 
the bank holdsconsiderable of thetown's 
papers, in the ordinary course the note 
would have passed unnoticed 2nong the 
papers in the bank’s hands, 

The new town treasurer is Lyman K. 
Putney. His bonds are $20,000.

Aged Farmer Brutally Shot and Cut 
by Former Employe 


Worcester, Mass., Jan. 20 


Sar pson 
Seaverps, 83 years old, a well-to-do 
farmer, living.on a cross road running 
from Princeton to Rutland, was Jaur- 
dered while he slept Saturday night at 
his home. Leon Hapgood, formerly 
employed by Mr. Seaverns, shot his for- 
mer employer through the head, and to 
inake sure his work was complete 
struck the old man over the head three 
times with the sharp edge of an axe. 

After his foul deed, Hapgood went 
upstairs in the house to a room where 
Seaverns' wife and daughter, Clara, 
sat, and told the girl that he had mur- 
dered her father. He made her finda 
fur robe he had left at the house when 
he quit work and then left, carrying an 
axe and lantern with iim. He has not 
yet been apprehended. 

It is supposed Hapgood gained en- 
trance through a window in the lower 
part of the house in which the murdered 
man wassleeping. Tracks were dis- 
covered on the outside. The wife and 
daughter of the murdered man were 
sleeping upstairs and heard a noise, fol- 
lowed by a pistol shot. Soon afterihen 
footsteps were heard on the siairs and 
there was aknock at the door.  Sus- 
pecting who was there they called and 
Hapgood made himself known tothem. 
He was accused by the daughter of l-av- 
ing murdered the old manand he ad- 
mitted it coolly. promising at the same 
time not to harm the women ‘f they al- 
lowed him time toescape. He then 
asked for a robe which he said belonged 
to him and bad been left when he went 
away a year ago. 

This was given him and he went away, 
as near as the women could te'l, in the 
direction of Worcester. 

The daughter then went down stairs, 
saw the dead body of her father, hitched 
up a team and drove to the home of the 
nearest neighbor to give the alarm. 


Hapgood is 40 years old and has been 


living in the vicinity of the Sesyerns 
home since he left itinanger a year 
ago. He has been known to ibreaten 
the life of the old man and has made 
more or less talk of if among friends 
during the last year.

Rochester, Jan. 20.—-Bela E. Brown, 
aged 65, dealer in diamonds and mann- 
facturer of jewelry, was found mur- 
dered in bis store last night. His legs 
were tied together and he was gugged 
with a neck scarf.

THiS WEEK _IN CONGRESS| TRICKERY OF FILIPINOS

Philippine Bill Has First Piace In 
the Upper Branch 

Washington, Jan, 20.—The calendar 
of the house of representatives is still 
rather meagre in important bills, so that 
there does not promise to be a heavy 
pressure of business during this week. 
Today is the regular suspension day, 
but there are few measures likely to be 
passed by suspension of the rules. 

The urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill will occupy most of the time during 
the first few days of the week. It car- 
ries a total of $16,700,000, which is 
rather large for a deficiency measure, 
and it is expected that two days will be 
occupied in its consideration. Geyoud 
this there is practically no program for 
the week. 

The Philippine question will be pre- 
cipitated on the senate when the com- 
mittee on the Philippines which bas had 
the house Philippine tariff bill under 


| consideration reports the measure. The 


bill with its committee amendments will 
be sent to the printer and Senator 
Lodge will give notice of his intention 
to ask for its continued consideration 
until finally disposed of. 

There is a geueral acquiescence of Re- 
publican senators in this program. 
There are other important measures to 
be presented at the proper time by id- 
ministration senators, but the present 
agreement is to pass the Philippine bill 
first, as being of the most immediate 
importance. 

A long discussion of the bill is ex- 
pected by the Republicans and prom- 
ised by the Democrats. The Demo- 
cratie leaders say they do not exp ct to 
be able to defeat the bill and disclaim 
all intention to delay a vote unneces- 
sarily, but they say frankly that they 
consider that it affords an opportunity 
for the presentation of the view of ihe 
entire Philippine question which they 
cannot afford to let pass, 


FIRE IN YARN MILLS 


Water Helped to Cause Damage of 
$200,000 at Fall River 

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 20.—Fire broke 
out yesterday in the Globe Yarn mills of 
the New England Cotton Yarn cuom- 
pany, and before it was extinguished 
the plant had been damaged to the ex- 
tent of about $200,000, 

The cause of the fire is not known, but 
it originated in a belt box connected 
with the main engine, in the basementof 
No.1 mill. It was discovered by one of 
a number of carpenters who were mik- 
ing repairs in the mill. 

The damage consists mostly in the 
destruction of machinery and damage by 
water to finished products. In this 
most valuable kinds of 
cotton are used, Sea Island, Egyptian 
and Peeler cotton, varying in price from 
11 to 24 cents a pound.

FIFTY-TWO FIRMS OUT 


Refuse to Sign Agreement 
With Their Teamsters 


THE LATTER ARE EXCITED 


Non-Union Men Pulled From Wagons 
When Argument ¢0 Quit Work 
Failed to Have Desired Effect— 
Business Men Glad It Is No Worse 


Boston, Jan, 21.—The turmoil caused 
by fully 2500 striking teamsters in their 
efforts to coerce teamsiers who were at 
work to join their ranks gave the busi- 
ness men along Atlantic avenue and 
Commereia! street yesterday after.oon 
an intimation of how bad the conditions 


might have been had ten times the 
number been involved, as was threat- 
ened some 10 days ago, 

Although many firms were directly 
interested in yesterday's strike, they 
were all small ones, the large firms hav- 
ing reached an agreement with their 
employes through the efforts of Presi- 
dent Lincoln of the Chamber of Comm- 
merce and the state board 02f arbitra- 
tion. But the smaller firms refused to 
sign this agreement and yesterday the 
men went out. 

By noon a number of these firms bad 
arranged maiters, but 52 still held out 
and until 7 o'clock last night uearly S60 
excited teamsters surged through At- 
lantic avenue and the adjacent streets 
endeavoring to induce non-union men 
hired in their places ‘to leave their 
wagons. 

In Many cases they were successful, 
but where a2 man hesitated he was pulled 
from the vehicle and was subjected to 
rough treatment. None of the men was 
badly hurt, and no arrests were made, 
but there was a good deal of shouting 
and unpleasant badinage between the 
men. 

The crowd would sight a team of one 
of the non-complying firms and then 
there would be arush. Immediately 
the unfortunate driver would be sur- 
rounded by a throng, some threatening, 
some joking, but all intent on getting 
him off his seat. Those who fielded 
were received with cheers, and were 
soon lost to view inthe ranks of the 
strikers. 

It took a stout-hearted man to refuse. 
Then his progress to his destination 
was slow, and while the strikers did 
not go so far as to offer violence the 
non-union men had a hard drive. 

The strikers undoubtedly had many 
sympathizers which matermliy swelled 
their ranks, The business men along 
the water front all expressed them- 
selves as thankful that the main body 
of teamsters had settled their diffi- 
culties. 


How Austria Views Prince’s Visit 

Vienna, Jan. 21.—The Vienna papers 
continue to comment upon the mission 
of Admiral Prince Henry of Prussia to 
the United States. The Allgemeine 
Zeitung, praising the astuteness of Em- 
peror William, remarks upon the pos- 
sibility of Germany seeking the friend- 
ship of the United States in view of the 
possible breaking up of the triple alli- 
ance, and a combination by Austria and 
Russia against the German tariff. 


Planning to Reduce Revenue 

Washington, Jan. 21.—The Republl- 
can members of the ways and means 
committee decided yesterday to begin 
consideration of the bili for reducing 
War revenue taxes upon beer and tea 
and will begin hearings onJan. 27. 
Some significance seemed to attach to 
the restriction of the hearings to these 
two interests, but it was explained that 
they were the only ones for which 
hearings had been asked. 

Arnold Held Without Bail 

Concord, Mass., Jan. 21—A week's 
postponement was granted yesterday in 
the case of John W. Arnold of Hud- 
son, who is charged with manslaughter 
in having caused the death of his son, 
George W. Arnold, at Maynard, week 
before last. Arnold pleaded not guilty 
and be was held without bail. He was 
taken to Cambridge jail at the concln- 
sion of the hearing. 


Tithes to Aid Construction 

Constantinople, Jan. 21.—An Ameti- 
can syndicate has submitted an offer +o 
the porte to build the Bagdad ra‘lroad. 
The syndicate does not ask for a snileage 
guarantee, but desires that the surplus 
tithes from the districts to be trav- 
ersed by the railroad be applied to the 
work of construction. 


Prison Birds Left No Trace 

Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 21.—An exciting 
hunt for 10 of the 11 prisoners who es- 
caped from the federal penitentiary at 
MeNeils island on Sunday is in progress. 
Only one convict has been recaptnred 
and the searchers have not been ahlijto 
find even a footprint. 


Biizzard In Michigan 
Niles, Mich., Jan. 21.—A severe bliz- 
gard is raging in southwestern Mich- 
igan and all trains are delayed op ac- 
ount of the snowstorm. 


GOVERNOR ALBAN KILLED! 


Government and Revolutionary 
Forces In Naval Battle at Panama 
Washington, Jan. 21.—On'y meagre 

details of the fighting between the ves- 
sels of the Colombian governmer: and 
those of the insurgents in Panama bay 
were received yesterday in official cir- 
cles. They consisted of one dispatch 
from Consul General Gudger at Panama 
and one from Captain Mead, the com- 
mander of the cruiser VDhiledelphia, 
which is lying in Panama bay. The 
dispatches were as follows. 

“Fighting in bay. Governor killed. 
Excitement great. Gudger.” 

“The insurgent steamship Padilla at- 
tacked the Lautaro yesterday morning 
at close quarters. Crew has Ceserted 
her. Isnowon fire and sinking. Mead.” 

The officials of the state and nary de- 
partments are watching the outcome of 
the contest with considerable interest. 
At the Colombian legation great regret 
is expressed by the officials over the 
death of General Alban, the goyernor 
of Panama, He proved a very suc- 
cessful officer and in the recent opera- 
tions incident to the capture and sur- 
render of Colon by the rebels he played 
a conspicuous part. He was about 50 
ycars of age and a man of brilliant at- 
tainments. Formerly he was attorney 
general of Colombia. 


In Congress 

Washington, Jan, 21.—Debate on the 
Philippine tariff bill will begin in the 
senate today. Chairman Lodge re- 
ported the measure yesterday. During 
the greater part of yesterday's session, 
the measure providing for the estab- 
lishment of a department of commerce 
was under consideration. An _ effort 
was made by Mr. Nelson to secure a 
vote, but the opposition to many of its 
provisions became so strong that the 
effort had to be abandoned. 

The time of the house was occupied 
yesterday in general debate on the ur- 
geut deficiency appropriation bill, An 
item in the bill carrying $500,000 for a 
military post at Manila precipitated a 
long discussion. A  semi-humoreus 
speech by Mr. Clark of Missouri elicited 
a reply from Mr. Cannon of {fllinols, 
which in turn drew the fire of Mr. Dear- 
mond of Missouri. 


Hoyt Estate Appraisement 

New York, Jan. 21.—According to an 
appraisement which has just been wade 
of the estate of Charles H. Hoyt, the 
playwright, the interest of Frank Mc- 
Kee {s $21,121, and that of the Lambs 
and Actors’ fund each $17,267. Besides 
this Mr. Hoyt provided in his will that 
his residence at Charlestown, N. H., 
was to be maintained for the use of the 
Lambs. Deducting the numerous be- 
quests in the will, there is left a res- 
iduary estate of $55,655 for final dis- 
tribution among tlie residuary legatees. 


Shipload From Manila 

San Francisco, Jan. 21.—The United 
States transport Grant with Governor 
Taft on board arrived from Manila last 
Dight aud went into quarantine im- 
mediately. Since the transport arrived 
after sundown she was not released 
by th: quarantine officials. The Grant 
has 74 cabin, 4 second-class, 1110 steer- 
age passengers, 558 enlisted men, 203 
discharged soldiers, 47 prisoners and 116 
sick soldiers. Four deaths occurred on 
the voyage. ‘T'wenty-eight days were 
consumed in the passage from Manila. 


For Good Wages and Good Food 

Albany, Jan. 21.—The National Ccn- 
sumers’ league of New York city has 
been incorporated “to educate the pub- 
lic to demand that workers shall re- 
ceive fair living wages and to find out 
under what condition articles intended 
for personal consumption are produc>d 
and distributed and to insist that the 
second editions shall be wholesome and 
consistent with a respectable existence 
on the part of the workers, thereby en- 
couraging a high standard of conditions 
of manufacture.” 


Speculated and Embezzled 

Helena, Mont., Jan, 21.—Herbert H. 
Matteson, cashier of the First National 
bank of Great Falls, was arrested bere 
yesterday, charged with embezziing the 
bank’s funds onJan.15. Bail was fixed 
at $5000. As he was unable to furnish 
this, he is now a prisoner in the county 
jail. It is understood that Matteson’s 
defalcation may reach $175,000, Specu- 
lation, it is said, was the cause of the 
defaleation. 


Riches Took Wings 

New York, Jan. 21—John C. Curr, 
once prominent in the affairs of the 
Guttenberg race track, who has been 
confined in the Morris Plains (N. J.) in- 
sane asylum for some time, died last 
night.

| A SUPPLEMENTAL OPINION 
Brought About by Changed Condi- 
tions Since First Report Was Sub- 
mitted—Acceptance of Offer to Sell 
Property For $40,000,000 Advised 


Washington, Jan. 21.—The president 
yesterday sent to congress the supple- 
mental report of the isthmian canal com- 
mission, in which it is 
recommended that the offer of the new 
Panama Cana! company to sell all its 
rights, property and unfinished work 
to the United States for $40,000,000 be 
The president accompanied 
it only with a note of transmittal. The 
senate ordered that the report be re- 
printed in the congressional record and 
also in document form. 

After quoting the correspondence 
which passed between the comunission 
and the officers of the Panam Canal 
company in Paris the report gives the 
“totality, without exception, of its prop- 
; erty and rights on the isthmus.” 

Summing up these items, the total 
value of the property is found to be: 

Excavation done, $27,474,083; Panau:a 
railroad stock at par, $6,886,300; maps, 
drawings and records, $2,600,000; total, 
$36,360 
to cover omissions, & 
$40,000,000. 

The last item is intended to cover any 
buildings, machinery, railroad shares, 
additional excavation to date of pur- 
chase and other assets which way be 
of value to the United States and haye 
not been included in the other items.

Explosion and Fire In Mine 

Walsenburg, Col., Jan. 21.—A courier 
from Pictou, a coal mining camp lo- 
cated three miles from Walsenburg, 
brings news that a terrible explosion 
occurred in one of the mines operated 
by the Colorado Fuel and Iron com- 
pany at that place yesterday, in -vhich 
six men were instantly killed and 10 
or more wounded, many of them per- 
haps fatally.

Captured by Inspector of Post- 
ofiice Department 


HEADQUARTERS AT BOSTON 


From Whence They Sent Their Al- 
luring Literature to Cities In the 


West—One of the Pair Has a Bad 


Record— Held In $10,000 Bail Each 
Boston, Jan. 22.—Two arrests of ua- 
tional importance have just been made 
in Boston by Inspector Snow of the post- 
otfice department. Two men, at least 
one of them a notorious crook, who for 
more than a month have been con- 
ducting a green-gods game with this 
city as headquarters, were rim dowa 
and their outtit seized. ‘The particular 
importance of the arrest is the fact that 
the principals themselyes are eaught, 
and hot—its is usual in these 
a mere petty go-between. 
The men when arraigned before Com- 


Ciases— 


missioner Hale yesterduy gave the 
names of William C. Woodward and 


Otto Schuler. ‘The fact that they were 
working in the western states from 
Boston or its vicinity was suspecied by 
Chief Insepctor Evans of the postotfice 
department some weeks ago, and In- 
spector Snow was detailed on the case. 


After two weeks of steady work he 
succeeded in locating Woodward, the 


better known of the two, on Washing- 
ton street. He telephoued to Captain 
Westcott, who detailed Inspector Betts 
to help him, and the two followed the 
man to a south end hotel, where he was 
placed under arrest in the office. They 
took him t# his room and waited 10 
hours for the other to show up, and then 
brought them both to the jail. In the 
room was a loaded revolver, but neither 
had a chance to offer resistance when 
arrested. 

The officers seized the menu's effects 


and among them were a bundle of 
mimeographed leters, a machine for 


turning thein out, a sheet of imitation 
hewspaper clippings, stationery of dif- 
ferent kinds. a Bradstreet’s for 1£01 
and various other commercial di- 
rectories. 

They did not, however, use these di- 
rectories in getting the names of vic- 
tims. They had a different method 
from this, and one which helped greatly 
in their undoing. Under the name of 
the New England Directory company 
they wrote to the county clerks in the 
far western states—Wyoming, Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Indian Territory, and 
Colorado—saying that they were get- 
ting out a directory of cattle breeders, 
hog dealers, etc., and asking for names, 
Each letter enclosed an order for $25 in 
payment. 

The weak point was here. Indignant 
letters from all over the west not long 
ago began to pour into the offices ¢f the 
Boston Directory company from county 
clerks who had found their checks 
worthless. They were handed over at 
once to the postoffice inspectors. Mr. 
Snow, as soon as he saw the wrfting on 


the bad drafts, recognized it as the 
same as that on the green goods en- 
velopes. 

Of the two Woodward has within 


eight months completed a six years’ 
term in the New York state prison, for 


working a confidence game. In the 
rogues’ gallery he is known as “Big 


and his great height bears 
out the nickname.

Seven arrests, nearly all of union men, 
were made auring g yesterday and last 


night upon charges of disturbing the 
peace aud obstrue ting traffic. 


Scenes of wild disorder were enacted 
in various parts of the city during the 
day and early evening, the spite of the 
crowds bting directed wholly against 
the drivers of teams owned by the RK. S, 
Brine ‘Transportation company, the 
largest of the concerns that have de- 
clined to sign the schedule, and which 
has thus far steadfastly refused to 
recognize the union. Wherever one 
of these teams was sighted, ii at once 
became quickly surrounded by a wild, 
boisterous crowd, and its driver was 
made a target for volleys of impreca- 
tions, and in many cases for missiles 
more deadly. Union drivers of other 
teams pocketed the Brine teams at 
every possible opportunity, and tn 
nearly every case forced their drivers 
to abandon them, making it necessary 
for either the police or union ten des- 
ignated for that purpose to return tLem 
to their stables, 

Conferences were held yesterday 
afternoon between representatives of 
the drivers, the state board of arbitra- 
tion, and President Lincoln of the 
Chamber of Commerce, to which a rep- 
resentative of the R.S. Brine ‘Trans- 
portation company was sent several in- 
vitations, which, however, were iz- 
nored. Nothing definite was agreed up- 
on and another conference will ne held 
today. 

At a meeting of the various unions 
represented in the Allied Freight Traus- 
portation counciilast night it was anant- 
mously voted to give the conciliation 
committee of the council full power to 
order a strike whenever they may deem 
it advisable. This in effect means that 
Tf this strike is not settled shortly, all 
the men inclided in the membership of 
the Allied Freight Transportation coun-

It {s 
difficult to realize what a sympathetic 
strike of this nature would mean to the 
commerce of the city. 

Of the 47 teaming concerns against 
whom the present movement was 
started, 22. mostly small eniployers, 
signed the new agreement yesterday. 
The others, with the exception of the 
3rine corapauy, have kept in the backe 
ground, the union choosing to fight out 
the matter to: finish with this company, 
which employs in all 134 men. Fourof 
the latter joined the union yesterday. 
It is stated that six concerns for which 
the Brine company did the teaming, in- 
cluding one lerge sugar refinery, with- 
drew their business yesterday and trans 
ferred it to contractors who will em- 
ploy union labor.

The measure was made the un 
finished business and it probably will 
hold that position of preference until 
it shall have been finally voted upon. 
The debate was opened by Mr. Lodge 
who sketched the reasons which act- 
uated the majority fn presenting the 
measure and strongly urged !fts enact- 
ment Into law at an early date. Heex- 
plained the necessity for the legisla- 
tion embodied in the bill and concluded 
with an appeal to the senate and to 
congress to deal with questions relat- 
ing to the Phillppines as they might 
arise, and to keep clear cf y ague Works 
and vaguer promises which would be 
likely to be misinterpreted and raise 
false hopes in the minds of the Fil- 


pinos. He besought congress not to

Notable Monuments. 

In the Pine Grove cemetery at Lyn,p 
Mrs. C. B. Tebbetts has erected a 
monument to her husband, In view of 
Mr. Tebbetts’ interest in Egyptian an- 
tiquities and the fact that death over- 
took him at Cairo, the monument is an 
obelisk of cut stone, 31 feet high. It 
is said to be the only one of its kind 
in this country, and is one of the 
very largest pieces of stone ever cut at 
Quincy.

They now have at 
their works a beautiful cbelisk to be 
erected in Pennsylvania in commemo- 
ration of the heroes of the Battle of 
Brandywine.

“The foreign office declares with all 
positiveness, that Germany, neither he- 
fore the outbreak of the Spanish-\ mer 
ican War nor during its course, pro- 
posed intervention to other powers. 
Neither did Germany support such a 
proposttion made by any other power. 
It is true that in several instances sug- 
gestions were made to the Gernian 
government from another souree, In the 
sense of intervention. tut the Ger- 
man goverument, without exeepiton, 
maintained a negative = standpoint 
whenever occasion offered. It must 
further be remarked that it) was not 
from an Austrian source that such sug- 
gestions reached the German govern- 
ment.” 

Some annoyance has been expressed 
in official circles here that Lord Cran- 
borne and the British foreign office 
should nmiake statements at this mo- 
ment tending to discourage the grow- 
ing good feeling between Germany 
and the United States and seemingly 
designed to spoil the pleasant prespect 
of the visit of Prince Wenry the 
Thnited States. 

‘The interpeilation in the British house 
of commons Jo which Lord Cranborne 
replied is cousidered here to have been 
gotten up especially to give opportu- 
nity for saying something in parliament 
which might be taken as a basis for re- 
Viving stories adverse to Germany 10 
the matter of German relations with the 
United States. 


Explanation From Austria 

Vienna, Jan. 22.—Inquiries made by 
The Associated Press at the Austria- 
Hungarian foreign oftice confirm the 
essential poinis of the statement nh ade 
by Lord Crahborne in the British house 
of commons. The dyuastic relations of 
Austria with Spain, the queen regent 
being an archduchess of Austria, led 
Austria, before the declaration of the 
war between Spain and the United 
States, to begin a peace propaganda, 
which was carried on not only in Eng- 
land, but throughout Europe. France 
was ready to second the efferts of Aus- 
tria, and Germany and Russia main- 
tained a passive attitude. Great 
Britain was at first disposed to sign 
the proposed note; but, after a confi- 
dential report from Washington, de- 
clined eltier to sign such a note as the 
Austrian ambassador proposed, er to 
take any further steps. Afterwards, 
Austria and France made direct repre- 
sentations at Washington, but ceased 
their efforts after the declaration of 
war, whereafter they relied on the ef- 
forts of the pope, who was backed by 
the tacit approval of all the powers 


Cranborne Didn’t Tell All 

Washington, Jan. 22.—The state de- 
partment will hot be drawn into the 
controversy which has sprung up be- 
tween the European powers  respect- 
ing the efforis made by them to prevent 
the United States from going to war 
with Spain. Lord Cranborne’s § state- 
ment is recognized as absolutely cor- 
rect as far as it went, but there are 
chapters in the story which he did not 
touch upon and it is recognized here 
as inexpedient to develop all the facts 
even now, lest animosity spring up 
Without sufficient reason. The frank 
statement touching Austria’s earnest ef- 
forts to prevent war caused no resent- 
ment here, where it is realized that there 
were reasons that at least extenuated 
the Austrian purpose. 


Government Will Finish Job 

Washington, Jan, 22.—The navy de- 
partment has taken over the torpedo 
boat Goldsborough, which is being 
built at Portland, Ore., by Wolff & 
Zwicker, and will complete the boat at 
the Puget Sound naval station, de- 
ducting an allowance from the con- 
tract price for that purpose. ‘The 
Goldshorough is 97 percent compleicd.

TEAMSTERS SURPRISED 


At Attitude of Brine Trans- 
; portation Company 


ENTERED INTO AGREEMENT 


Which Would Have Prevented Dis- 


orderly Scenes at Boston—Now Ab- 


solutely Refuses to Treat With the} 


Strikers—Police Guard Teams 


Boston, Jaa. 23.—The Rh. S. Brine 
Transportation company is now in fact, 
as it has hitherto been to all intents and 
purposes, the sole object of the attacks 
of the striking teamsters, 19 of the little 
more tan 20 master teamsters who 
have hitherto refused to abide by the 
new schedule having signed the agree- 
ment yesterday, while 150 of their em- 
ployes made application for member- 
ship in the union. The strike now be- 
comes purely a fight between the Brine 
contpany and tbe union, and neither 
side shows the least inclination to 
yield a single point. 

Two conferences were held at the 
rooms of the state board of arbitration 
yesterday afternoon, but except to 
formulate a general course of procedure 
nothing was accomplished. The Brine 
company absolutely refused to be rep- 
resented at the conferences, declaring 
that it had nothing to arbitrate. 

Harrison Loring, Jr., treasurer of the 
R. 8. Brine Transportation company, 
sent a letter to the state board of arbi- 
tration, explaining his company’s posi- 
tion in the matter and declining to at- 
tend any conference. lu answer to it 
the arbitration committee of the Mas- 
ter Teamsters’ association gave out the 
following last night, whic has a most 
important bearing upon the strike, as 
showing the feelings of that body 
toward the Brine company, which is 
not a member of the association:

By unanimous vote a com- 
mittee was appointed and given full 
power to negotiate a settlement in the 
presence of the board, The comsniitee 
conferred with a like comnu aitte > of em- 
ployes on Jan. 10 at the state house, and 
in the presence of the state “Ege made 
the best settlement that could be made 
under the circumstances. The Messrs 
Brine & Co. were and are still bound in 
honor by the agreement made by their 
committee, and their attitude at- this 
time is singular.” 

In addition to this statement, mem- 
bers of the union deny Mr. Loring’s as 
sertion that the reasons for the strike 
have never been formulated; also that 
his statement that his firm is paying 
union wages has become a laughing 
stock. 

Mr. Brine, when seen last night, 
stated that he stood as firmly as ever 
in the position he has taken in the mat- 
ter, and that his teams would be sent 
out as usual under the police protection 
which had been given him yesterday, 

The tirst real trouble yesterday oc- 
curred about 1 p. m. John Seott was 
seen to cut a rope on one of LTrine’s 
teams that had been pocketed on India 
street, and the load fell to the ground. 
A crowd of sympathizers gathered and 
for a time prevented the police from as 
sisting the driver to reload his team. 
Scott was placed under arrest, 6s was 
also George Whitty, who smashed a 
policeman’s helmet with a piece of iron 
which he had thrown at the driver. 

During the rest of the afternoon there 
were no serious disturbances, until just 
after 5 o'clock five of the Brine com- 
pany’s teams left their India street of- 
fice for the stables. Sixteen mounted 
officers accompanied the wagons, be- 
sides others on foot, and from India 
street down Atlantic avenue to South 
Boston bridge it was 9ne continuous 
battle with the mob. The drivers vere 
greeted with all sorts of scurrilous re- 
marks, while heavy drays loaded with 
shouting union men blocked their 
way and caused frequent stops. 

With every pause "he crowd would 
surge forward and surround the wax- 
ons, shouting and howling, only to be 
charged and sent flying in all directions 
by the mounted police. Sodense was 
the crowd that there was a good Geal 
of crushing, and one woman was 
knocked downyand badly hurt.

-COSTEY ‘BUILDINGS: 


Have Been Erected for High Schools 
in Many Cities. 


Apropos, the movement for enlarged 
High school accommodations in this 
city the report of Supt. Balliet of 
Springfield and the figures he has 
gathered are of value. He says in dis- 
cussing the question of new High 
school for Springfield that the demands 
fora new building in less than four 
years after the present building was 
completed is only an example of the 
phenomenal increase in high school 
enrollment, which he says is the most 
strikng fact about the public school 
system of the whole country. 

Taking the United States as a whole, 
the iucrease in ten years has been 
nearly 100 per cent. In Massachusetts, 
where the High school enrollment was 
beyond that of most states, the increase 
has been 61 per cent,, while the in- 
crease in population has been bat a 
little more than 25 per cent. 

The increase in population of Fitch- 
burg from 1890 to 1900 was only 45 per 
cent.. while the increase in high school 
attendance was 12 per cent. The popa- 
lation of Worcester increased during 
the same period a little less than 40 
per cent., and the high sehool enroll- 


ment increased 124 per cent. The 
population of Springtieid increased 


10 per cent., while the enroliment in 
the high sebool during the same period 
increased 108 per cent. 

Mr. Balliet discusses the question of 
cost purely as a matter of information, 
as the department of which he has 
charge las nothing to do with the con- 
struction of school buildings. He 
makes the pertinent suggestion, as 
applicable here as in Springfield that 
a building of moderate cost be erected 
and that instead of spending an un- 
usually large sum of money on the 
building we spend more on its equip- 
ment and on its teaching force. An 
unusually strong corps of teachers is 
of vastly more importance than an un- 
usually fine building, and as we cannot 
have both it is to be hoped that the 
suin spent on the building will not be 
so large as to make it necessary to 
equip tbe scbool scantily or to make 
it impossible to secure a superior corps 
of teachers **’

Washing Away the Earth. 

A French geologist has made a care- 
ful calculation of the amount of solid 
matter yearly carried off into the ocean 
by the action of the rivers of the world 
and other causes. He estimates that 
the reduction of the average height of 
the surface of the solid land is .006 
inches each year. Making allowance for

Cannon's amendment the entire Re- 
publican side arose in support of it ard 
With them rose a solitary Democrat, 
Mr. Cummings of New York. Turning 
upon his fellow Democrats and shak- 
ing his fist in their faces Mr. Cuwn- 
mings shouted: “When Lrefuse te vote 
to protect the life of an American go!- 
dier I hope I may be paralyzed.” The

Not Alarmed by Hints of Nic- | 


aragua’s Friends 


AS TO LEASE OF TERRITORY 


Belief That Proper Assurance Has 
Been Given by Colombian Minister 
—No Reason to Expect Postpone- 
ment of Canal Legislation 


Washington, Jan. 23.—The Nicaragua 
route advocates are hinting that the 
Colombia government is uot willing to 
make a perpetual lease of the strip of 
territory through which the isthmian 
canal must pass. The suggestion does 
not carry any great alarm with it. 

The Walker commission had no au- 
thority to conduct diplomatic negotia- 
tions with the Colombian government or 
any other, and hence was very careful 
in its latest report to hinge everything 
upon the question of eur being able to 
make with Colombia as advantageous 
an agreement about the right of way as 
had been offered us by Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica. This meant a perpetual 
lease, at a price or rental not extor- 
tionate. 

There is no doubt that Dr. Silva las 
permitted our administration to know, 
without putting the matter Into formal 
shape, where his government stands on 
the leasing question. Another thing 
which polnts in the same direction Is 
the fact that he is aware that, unless 
we can get from Colombia the terms 
congress cousiders essential, no legisia- 
tion will get through and Colombia and 
the Panama company will have gone 
through all their recent contortions in 
vain. This consideration is not likely 
to be lost upon his home government 
through any neglect or indifference on 
Dr. Silva's part. 

Why everybody should have Juiwped 
to the conclusion that the reversal of 
the isthmian canal recommendation nec- 
essarily neant that there would be no 
canal legislation at the present session 
of congress is not easy to see. Of course 
the first effects 
mendation, signed by every member of 
the commission, in favor of the accept- 
ance of the French offer were somewbat 
dazzling, after years of agitation in be- 
half of Nicaragua. 

When the preliminary report of the 
present commission was made, little 
more than a year ago, it was currently 
remarked here that political expediency 
required a recommendation in bebalf of 
Nicaragua; the Pacific coast, it was sald, 
would lose contidence in the commission 
if it found for any other route. The re- 
port subinitted to congress on Monday 
is thus the first recommendation of the 
Panama route from any official source 
in many years, and naturally It does not 
at once overcome the momentum of long 
agitation in behalf of the other line. 

While it will take some time for con- 
gress to adjust itself to the new situa- 
tion, there is little reason to believe tuat 
it will not do so. Senator Morgan's 
continued opposition to Panama will 
alienate support for his cause rather 
than win it. The idea that the United 
States government should not buy the 
French properties because of the losg 
that would fail upon the French stock- 
holders in selling out so cheap is a pe- 
culiar sort of altruism, in view of the 
fact that these same Frenchmen would 
lose about $40,000,000 more in case we 
decline to do so. His fears con- 
cerning legal complications are about as 
groundless. Who is going to make the 
United States government pay these 
claims which he believes will spring in- 
to existence from sources now undis- 
covered in case we complete the trade? 
The United States will be its own judge 
of rights and equities then as now. 
Morgan's interviews thus really help 
the Panama project.

IN THE FORBIDDEN CITY 


The Emperor Gives Audience 
to Foreign Ministers 


FIRST TIME IN HISTORY 


That Other Sovereigns Have Been 


Recognized as Equal In Rank to 


Ruler of China—Appeared Stupid 


and Did Not Utter a Word 


Pekin, Jan, 24.—The ministers of the 
forelgn powers here have attained the 
goal which has been their aim since 
intercourse between China and the 
powers began. They have been re- 
ceived as representatives of sovercigns 
equal in the rank to the Chinese 
peror. 

The audiences between the euperor 
and the ministers were held in the in 
nermost hall of the Forbidden City. 
The emperer sat upon a dais behind a 
table. There were four princes at the 
back of his chair and a dozen officials 
on each side. The dowager empress 
was concealed by ascreen, according to 
the stories of the attendants, and re- 
mained invisible. The andience chain- 
ber was furnished ornamentally, in con- 
trast with the dingy rooms which served 
for these audiences under the old re- 
gime. 

The secretaries translated the ad- 
dresses of the ministers, copies of which 
were handed to the emperor. The re- 
plies to these addresses were delivered 
by Prince Ching. The emperor was 
silent throughout the audience and re- 
mained stolid and impassive. Formerly 
the emperor replied to the ministers in 
Manchu andthe prince interpreted 
what he sald. Yesterday the emperor 
appeared as an automaton, and the seec- 
retaries of the foreign ministers who 
were present rr ‘t that he looked 
weaker, less intolioctuatand mare chil. 
Ish than prior to the selge of the le- 
gations. 

Mr. Satow, the British representative, 
made the following address: “My 
august sovereign has charged ine to ex- 
press to your majesty his sincere desire 
to see the independence and the in- 
tegrity of the Chinese empire main- 
tained intact, and that the prosperity 
and happiness of the Chinese people 
may be hastened by the removal of ob- 
stacles to the free exchange of com- 
modities, by the extension of manu- 
factures and by the utilization of the 
resources of the svil.

General Funston Says They Won't 

Be Subdued In This Generation. 

In conversation with a friend the oth- 
er day at San Francisco as to the con- 
ditions of the islands Brigadier Gen- 
eral Funston, according to the New 
York Journal, said: = 

“The situation in the Philippines is a 
knotty problem. Personally I do not 
think in the present generation it will 
be possible to bring the natives under 
the absolute control of a civil govern- 
ment.

6 military force of 40,000 men in the 
Puilippines to keep the insurrection 
down.

Wasbington, Jan, 24.—An effort was 
made ig the senate yesterday by Mr. 
Mason of Illinois to obtain consideration 


of a joint resolution which he intro- 
duced extending the thanks of con-

gress to Rear Admiral Schley 
brave and able conduct while in com- 
mand of the American fleet at the vic- 


torious battle of Santiago.” The effort 


was not successful. 

Mr. Mason's resolution provided that 
besides the thanks of congress, Ad- 
miral Schley should be presented a 
sword; that bronze medals cominmemora- 
tive of the battle of Suntiago should be 
distributed among the officers and men 
“under the command of Schley during 
said battle,” and that $10,000 should be 
appropriated to meet the expenses of 
the acts stated in the resolution. On 
motion of Mr. Hale the resolution was 
referred to the committee on naval af- 
fairs, 

The resolution which was introduced 
by Mr. ‘Teller of Colorado providing for 
intervention by this government in be- 
half of the Boer commandant, Schee- 
pers, Who was sentenced to death by the 
British South African authorities, was 
postponed indefinitely because Schee- 
pers has already been executed. Mr. 
Teller made a brief and caustic speech 
on the actions of Great Britain in the 
Boer war and declared that if the facts 
of this case were as he understood them, 
“Great Britain, in putting Scheepers to 
death, is guilty of a vile assassination.” 

In the discussion of the question 
wether the department of labor should 
be included in the proposed department 
of commerce, Mr. Hanna denied the 
statement made in several quarters that 
the labor interests would objeet fosuch 
inclusion.

Senator Hanna’s Reminiscences 
of the Late President. 


FOND OF PLAYS AND AOTORS. 


Enjoyed Meeting Prominent Players 
and Was Catholic In Musical Taste. 
Thoroughly Appreciated a Joke. 
Chats During the Wee Sma’ Hours 
Revealed Most Fully His Lovable 
Character. 


The National Magazine for February 
contains Senator Hanna's second pa- 


per on “William McKinley as I Knew ; 


Him.” This paper describes little 
characteristics known only to Presi- | 
dent McKinley's intimate friends and 
contains many reminiscences connect- 
ed with his social rather than with his 
political life. ‘Senator Hanna says: 

“When he once had a joke on me, he 
rung all the changes, and no one en- 
joyed a joke on himself more thor- 
oughly than he did, In 1897, when I 
was a tenderfoot, recently arrived in 
Washington, Le asked me to give up a 
dinner engagement with some gentle 
wen to fill up the table as an emergen- 
cy man at a dinner to be given at the 
White House that night. I declined, 
saying I had a better thing, not know- 
ing that an invitation to the White 
House was equivalent to a social com- 
mand. This joke on me was a delight 
to him. 

“He was never much inclined, I be- 
lieve, to take an active part in ath- 
letics, though his simple, normal hab- 
its of life kept him always in excel- 
lent condition, It was as late as 1894 
that he and I witnessed together our 


| first game of football, a Princeton- 
Yale game at New York. It was a 
drizzling, cold day, but he watched 


every movement of the game from the 
clubhouse with as keen an interest as 
lhe gave to a debate in congress. When 
some mysterious movement in a ‘pile 
up’ was made, he would turn and ask 
me about it, but I had to shake my 
head and confess it was my first game 
and that it was all Greek to me. 

“The late president was particularly 
fond of a good play, and when he 
would come to stay with me at Cleve- 
land overnight he would always in- 
quire: 

“‘Is there anything good at your 
opera house tonight, Mark? 

“We enjoyed many pleasant evenings 
together. He delighted in meeting the 
prominent actors and was very fond of 
Joseph Jefferson. Many an hour have 
they chatted together, and Jefferson 
never failed to call and see him when 
in Washington. Sol Smith Russell was 
another friend. The drama of high 
riments of the day thoroughly enjoyed 
as a relaxation, He never tired of see- 
ing Jefferson in ‘Rip Van Winkle’ and 
‘The Cricket on the Hearth,’ which 
were undoubtedly his favorite plays. 

“*Mark, you meet as many distin- 
guished men as owner of an opera 
house as you do as senator,’ be would 
jokingly remark after a chat with an 
uctor. 
| “Though he had no especial training 
in music, no person was more partial 
to it than William McKinley. And his 
tastes were eatholic as a child's. 
Anything from a hurdygurdy to grand 
opera pleased him.

HOME HANDICRAFT. 


4 Suggestion For Making a Nove 
and Handsome Chair. 

A blending of the artistic and fant 
practical usually commends itself to 
the home furnisher, and consequently 
@ suggestion which may be new to 
some of us for a useful substitute for 
upholstery on a chair frame will be 
welcome. As the sketch below at once 
reveals, the suggestion in question con- 
sists in the covering of the seat and the 
back of a chair with interlacing thongs 
instead of the usual upholstery or 
cane. Chairs like these are made by 
the Duich farmers in South Africa, 
who have both for harness and other 
purposes a great use for strong leather 
thongs. 

For the frame it seems unnecessary 
to make any suggestion. There are 
-often in the lumber room old chairs 
which, because the webbing beneath 
| the seat or the cover of the back has 
| given way, have been relegated to the 
limbo for “ilieea “which may come in.” 
One of these frames must be raked 
out, dusted and the seat and back de- 
stroyed so far as the stuffing or pad 
ding is concerned. Old nails or screws 
will have to be extracted and the 
woodwork thoroughly cleaned. Then,

before the leather straps are thought 
of, we shall have to stain or paint the 
wood in some way. The most correct 


Way to treat the wood would be to 
stain a dark oak color, in which 
case the leather can be used in its 
natural buff shade. However, those 
who prefer more fancy, coloring can 
follow their own inclination. 

The frame stained, the thongs of 
leather will be obtained. They cap 
either be cut, say, from pigskin or 


might be rough straps. However, the 
more patent the rough preparation of 
these thongs the better. They will all 
be wetted thoroughly to stretch them 
and brought over the edges of the 
chair and fastened with bright brass 
studs in the way shown. Little pom. 
pons can be sewed on to the extremi- 
ties to give a finish. When the leather 
it will contract and 


has become dry, 
so tighten up all over the network. 


This has the advantage of making the 
seat comfortable without being given 
to sagging. When the leather does be 
gin to sag, by the way, the brass studs 
can be extracted and the leather. wet- 
ted and restretched. 


Chocolate Filling For Cake. 

Plain chocolate filling is made as 
follows: Two and a half squares of 
chocolate, one cup of powdered sugar, 
three tablespoonfuls of milk, the yolk 
of one egg and half a teaspoonful of 
wanilla. Melt the chocolate in a dou- 
ble boiler, add half of the sugar and 
milk, stir until it-is perfectly smooth, 
then add the remainder of the sugar 
and milk with the yolk of the egg. 
Cook in the double boiler until it thick- 
ens, then remove from the fire. When 
cold, spread between the layers and on 
top of the cake. 


Peppermint Wafers. 

Pour half a cupful of cold water over 
two cupfuls of granulated sugar, stir 
well together, then place on the fire and 
melt, stirring until the sugar is dis- 
solved, but ne longer. Boil exactly ten 
minutes. Remove from the fire, add 
three drops cf oil of peppermint and 
stir until the candy becomes creamy. 


Drop on oiled paper, and allow the 
wafers to stand for twenty-four hours. 
These wafers usually relieve slight 


flatulence and some other simple stom- 
ach disorders, and most people like 
them.

; CALMING THE THE ALARMIST 


No Danger of War Between Un- | 
cle Sam and Germany. 


FEARS OF BIGELOW DISPELLED. 


Kaiser's Request to the President to 
Allow Miss Roosevelt to Christen 
His New Yacht Considered a Most 
Significant Political Peace Offer- 
ing, Stamping All Talk of War as 
Preposterous. 


“Within the next six months we may 
fight Germany just as gayly as we 
fought Spain,” said Poultney Bigelow, 
the able and well known expert on the 
German emperor. Now, he, too, seems 
to have joined the possible war with 
Germany shouters. Senator Lodge, ac- 
cording to an editorial in the New York 
World, is the chief exponent of this 
idea. He has warned the country from 
his place in the senate, vigorously 
pounding his desk and melodiously 
rolling his'r’s. Wise old men in the 
senate say Lodge wants another war | 
so that he can write a history about It. | 

| Has the alert Bigelow the same ambi- 
| tion? 

| If this bloody conflict is impending, 
the public that must furnish the men 
and money for the enterprise should be 
told where it will be fought. Will the 
United States raise a million men and 
send them to Germany? How will the 
invaders be transported? Where will 
they land? How will they be fed, with a 
base of supplies 3,000 miles away, or is 
that problem to be solved by the capit- 
ulation of Germany’s 2,000,000 soldiers 
as soon as the United States fleet ap- 
pears in the offing? Perhaps Germany 
will elect to fight in this country. How 
will her million men be brought here 
and where will they land? Would noth- 
ing happen to them on the way across, 
with the American navy to dispute the 
passage? Is it to be a naval war? 
Ther Germany is in bland ignorance 
of the relative strength of the navies of 
the two countries? Or have the Lodges 
and the Bigelows discovered a vast and 
misty plain midway between the seas, 
neutral ground where the armies can 
clash? . 

Will the distinguished and prophetic 
Mr. Bigelow please answer? 

One of the Reciiay reasons for Poult- 
ney Bigelow’s forebodings is found in 

this paragraph of his speech: 

“When the German aristocrat real- 
izes that the United States has invad- 
ed Europe for the purpose of dominat- 
ing the market, he is just ignorant and 
conceited enough to believe he can im- 
prove conditions by a fight for com- 
mercial supremacy.” 

If this were true, which is more than 
doubtful, the German aristocrat would 
be as ignorant and conceited as many 
American journalists and seme sena- 
tors. The German emperor and the 
German statesmen are able men and 


have full and complete information. 
They know that geographically Ger- 


many is more exposed to danger than 
any country in Europe. The empire is 
surrounded by foes, some of them 
hereditary and most of them malig- 
nant. With France on the west sigh- 
ing for revenge, with Russia on the 
east waiting for an opportunity, Aus- 
tria to the south remembering Sadowa 
and Silesia, Denmark in the north still 
pining for Sleswick-Holstein and dls- 
contented Poles and French within her | 
borders, no country .is so completely 
surrounded by dangerous neighbors. 
Invasion of the United States would 
mean an invasion of Germany by some 
one or all of them as soon as the Ger- 
man transports were hull down on the 
horizon. 
| Emperor William has talked foolish- 

ly at times, but he has acted foolishly 
rarely. The impression that he holds 
war lightly is absolutely untrue. His 
whole record proves the contrary. Hd 
jis anxious to preserve peace with 
France, with Russia, with Austria, 
with England, with everybody. He 
maintains a marvelous army, but he 
has been studiously courteous to the 
countries with which he might easily 
be at odds. He may be the war lord 
for home consumption—comie papers 
are fond of so dubbing him—but it is 
preposterous to talk of the Kaiser as 
autocrat who could declare war, 
even if be would, by the snap of his 
fingers or the stamp of his foot. Em- 
peror William can no more declare war 
of his own volition than can Mr. Pouilt- 
ney Bigelow. His powers are limited 
by the constitution, by the bundesrath 
and the representatives of the twenty 
odd sovereign states of Germany with- 
out whose consent no war can be de- 
clared, by the German parliament, pub- 
lic opinion—yea, by the press. 

Any one familiar witb the literature 
of German politics, and especially the 
interesting Bismarck literature, cannot 

fail to be impressed by the extraor- 

dinary ‘importance Bismarck himself 
attached to the power of the press as | 
an indispensable agency in the shaping 
| of public opinion. He may have de- 
spised the press as sometimes exceed- 
' 


ingly inconvenient and disagreeable to 
his plans, but all the lives of Bis- | 
marck, whether that of Busch or Bn 
cher or Iw or Poschinger or Kende!! ! 
or bis own memoirs, show an incess:nt 
activity on his part to dictate, insjére, 
prompt and revise political editorials 
and manipulate the press in all parts 
of the country. Now, the press of Ger- 
many is intelligent, moderate, conserv- 
ative and careful of its responsibili- 
ties. It certainly is more conscientious 
and far less jingo than some of our 
own sensational senators and jingo 
journalists. We venture to assert that 
if any person, politician or newspaper 
in Germany were to talk of war with 
the United States he would be regarded 
as contemptible, unpatriotic, suspected 
of unsoundness of mind and accused of 
being an enemy of his own country.

“A SAILOR’S FRIENDSHIP.” 


Prince Henry Thus Refers to His Re- 
lations With Rear Admiral Evans. 

Reference made by Prince Henry, 
the kaiser’s representative at the 
launching of his new yacht in this 
country, to “an old sailor’s friendship” 
between himself and Rear Admiral 
Robley D. Evans is explained in the 
following extract from “A Sailor's 
Log,” in which the author devotes a 
chapter to the Kiel celebration, which 
he attended in command of the armor- 
ed cruiser New York: 

“At u reception given on board one 
of the German battleships I had an In- 
teresting experience. When I went 
over the side, I found a large company, 
most of them dancing. As I was nota 
dancing man I stood on one side to be 
out of the way and entered into con- 
versation with a young, clean looking 
German captain, who spoke English 
perfectly. It was soon evident to me 
that he was brilliant in his profession, 
and we engaged in a rather sharp pro- 
fessional talk. I did not agree with the 
captain, Whose name I had not caught, 
and I did not hesitate to speak my 
mind, nor did he. After a time he said 
he would be glad to present me to his 
wife, and I found her a very charming 
and attractive woman. Of course I 
had not caught her name either, but 
after talking with her for half an hour 
J noticed that a, good many people 
seemed to be waitfng to speak to her, 
so I took myself to the smoking com- 
partment to enjoy a cigar. When I en- 
tered, Admiral Knorr greeted me and 
said: 

“Evans, the prince says you are a 
good fellow, and he wants the emperor 
to know you.’ 

“T replied: 

“‘My dear admiral, I have not seen 
the prince and don’t know him.’ 

“*Well” he said, ‘you ought to know 
him. You have been talking shop to 
him for half an bour, and I don’t know 
what you have been saying to the prin- 
cess during the conversation with her.” 

“I had been talking with two of the 
most delightful people I ever met, 
Prince Henry and the Princess Irene, 
without knowing in the least who they 
were, and I certainly told them bots 
exactly what I thought about the dif- 
ferent things we discussed.” 


A MOUNTAIN OF GOLD. 


Senator Heitfeld Tells of Wonderful 
Find of Valuable Metal, 

Out in Idaho is a newly discovered 
mountain of gold. Senator Heitzeld, 
who came to Washington the other day 
from that state, tells the story, says 
the Philadelphia Times. He says that 
the people of Idaho have gone wild 
over the discovery. In the center, of 
the state is Thunder mountain. It is 
150 miles from anywhere. The city 
of Boise is 200 miles away, and it is 
a Jong and arduous trail from the near- 
est railroad until the foot of the moun- 
tain is reached. 

Senator Heitfeld says, however, that 
before next summer 10,000 people will 
be camped where there are now only 
about 100. And all because the rich- 
est find of gold ever known in Idaho 
is located in the mountain. For two 
or three years, according to Mr. Heit- 
feld, two men have been walking over 
the mountain because they believed it 
contained gold. Their patient search 
was finally rewarded by an 
outcropping of quartz, and then they 


seeing 


began to dig. They ran a rude tunnel 
into the side of the mountain and 
brought out gold enough to induce a 
capitalist to take a small interest in 
the mine for $100,000, He came east, 
organized a company with $3,000,000 
capital and is now preparing to take 
out gold on a large scale. Senator 


Heitfeld says that it is expected that 
in a short time enough gold will have 
been taken out to pay the ost of estab- 
lishing the mine. 

The mountain is thirteen miles long 
and from present indications is full 
of decomposed quartz which will yield 
from $15 to $100 in gold per ton. 


Graham Plans a Long Swim. 

Carlisle D. Graham of Lockport, N. 
Y., who obtained a reputation as a 
swimmer by swimming the whirlpool 
rapids at Niagara falls, now proposes 
to swim through the whirlpoo! rapids 
to Youngstown, thence to Toronto and 
down Lake Ontario and through the 
rapids of the St. Lawrence river to 
Montreal, a distance of about 300 
miles, in thirty days, says the New 
York Times. Graham will depend for 
assistance in carrying out his purpose 
upon a suit of cork, which he is now 
having made in New York. Of course 
he will not remain In the water thirty 
days, but will swim only so far each 
day as he pleases and will leave the 
water whenever and as frequently as 
he desires. A smal! boat will accom- 
pany bim.

To the Prayer For Injunction Made 
by the Brine Company—Scenes ot 
Violence May Be Enacted Should 


Temporary Injunction Be Vaeated 


Boston, Jan. 27.—To all the partici- 
pants in the stirring events that have 
attended the strike of teamsters during 
last week, Sunday proved a great hoon, 
as it brought t) 
every one was 


at relaxation of which 
greatly in need and 
furnished an opportunity of taking a 
more calm and comprehensive yiew of 
the situation. 

Not the slightest evidence of weaken- 
ing is apparent upon either side, and all 
eyes are looking to Judge Braley of the 
superior court, before whom the appli- 
cation of the R. S. Brine Transporta- 
tion company for an injunction to re- 
Strain the union officials and members 
from interfering with its business in 
any way, or from ordering a sympa- 
thetic strike, will be heard upon its 
merits this afternoon. 

The temporary restraining 
granted Friday by Judge Braley

pany. Denial is made to nearly every 
allegation in the injunction; in short, 
that the defendants impeded or pre- 
yelled in auywiay the plaintarTroisem- 
ploying men, or that they patrolled 
streets, or that they attempted to boy- 
eott the Brine company, or that they 
entered into a conspiracy to ruin tke 
company’s business, 

Although the streets presented their 
usual Sunday appearance the great 
body of laboring men were by no means 
idle, and nearly every labor union rep- 
resented in the Allied Freight Transpor- 
tation council held meetings in their 
respective halls, at which the strike in 
all its bearings was warmly discussed. 

The R. S. Brine Transportation com- 
pany and the police were roundly de- 
nounced, while the course of ‘Teamsters’ 
union No. 25 was endorsed, and financia} 
aid for the union and for the purpose 
of contesting the injunction in court 
was voted by every union. 

The police secured a much needed rest 
yesterday after their arduons and try- 
ing duties of the past six days, but their 


vigilance will not be relaxed in the 
slightest today and the same _ pro- 
tection will be furnished the Brine

THIS WEEK IN® CONGRESS 


Philippine Tariff Measure Likely to 
Receive the Most Attention 
Washington, Jan. 27.—The senate 
will devote its principal attention this 
week to the Philippine tariff bill. It is 
the purpose of Senator Lodge to keep 
it before the senate persistently uttil 
it is disposed of. He does not count on 
final action for some time. It is notthe 
present purpose of the friends of tha 
bill to debate it, but the attacks which 
will be made on it and upon the e ntire 
administration of Philippine affair 
evitably will bring replies from many 
of the Republican senators, 
It is understood that a majority of 
the senators on the Democratic side 
of the chamber will be heard before the 
billis passed. Senator Lodge will seek 
the earliest opportunity to have the 
amendments recommended by his com- 
mittee formally adopted, but probably 
will not press these when senators are 
prepared to proceed with set speeches, 
Snator Nelson will take advantage of 
every chance to have the bill creating 
a department of commerce considered, 
with the bope of securing action upon 
it during the week if possible. 
The house leaders have made no pro- 
gram for the work of the present v eek, 
as there are no measures of importance 
pressing for attention, although the antl- 
oleomargarine bill and the Hill bill for 
the exchangeability of gold and silver 
are both on the calendar, and may be 
taken up before long. Thus far no ex- 
act time has been fixed for either of 
these measures, and the lesser bills will 
take their chances as opportunity pre- 
sents itself.

and night; the ‘Translucent Fabric 
Company that has furnished nearly all| 
the translucent roofing for the build- 
ings of some of the large expositions; 
several boat building industries other 
than those before mentioned; a large 
metul refining industry (E. Packard & 
Sons) which furnishes type metal for 
nearly all of the large American dailies, 
as well as many abroad; two large coal 
docks several large sloe factories and 
among the most important is the gran- 
ite industry for which Quincy is justly 
famed throughout the United States 
and Europe. This industry employes a 
very large number of skilled men, in 
which industry is invested millions of 
capital. 
**Another large industry is the Han- 


ley Construction Company, which bas, 
within afew years purchased a large 
tract of water front and has erected 
costly sea walls and done mach dredg- 
ing in the construction of large basins 


and marine railways for the hauling 
out, storage and repair of vessels, 
This is sufficiently large to take in 
Government vessels,, such as_ the Law- 
rence and MacDonovgh, for repairs. 
Also large importations of lumber 
from Nova Scotia into Quincy. 
*The amount of shipping in Quincy 
and the amount of shipping at Wey- 
mouth adjacent thereto, for which ship- 
pers making entry of vessels and car- 
goes have to pass from Quincy to the 
Custom House at Boston, calls the 
establishment in the near future of a 
Custom House at Quincy, making that 
port a customs district improve 
Quincy and Weymouth.

RAILROAD FACILITIES. 


“In the Center of the city the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railway 
Company, realizing the rapid growth 
of the city and their inadequate facili- 
ties, within the last year have erected 
a new large passenger station and also 
greatly increased their freight facilities

to take care of the rapid growth of 
the city. This railroad also owns many 
acres of land, recently purchased on 


the shores of Neponset River,in Quincy 
upon which they propose to construct 
a system of docks for the handling of 
such merchandise as may be shipped by 
water for transportation over their road. 

“*Quincy has always been a railway 
center, so far surrounding points 
(population 100,000 are concerned. 
Six street railways originally operated 
in and through Quincy. They are now 
all consolidated and operated under one

tribution of mail matter, by electric 
cars, the facilities at Quincy are ex- 
tremely adequate. The lines of the elec- 
tric cars, starting from tbe center can 
carry mail through any of the towns 
between Quincy and Plymouth; Quincy 
and Brockton: Quincy and Holbrook; 
and nearly all of the towns in south 
Norfolk County,there being direct con- 
nections with all street railways, with 
the city of Boston, where the system of 
distributing mail by electric cars has 
been inaugurated. 
POST OFFICE FACILITIES. 
**Quincy today is a postal station of 
the first class; it has two distributing 
departments located outside of the cen- 
tral one. The business of the depart- 
mept has greatly increased in recent 
years. In 1897, it was $23,000; in 1900 
it was $40,000, and this year it will 
be over $50,000. The office is very in- 
adequate, su far as space is concerned, 
for the amount of business therein 
transacted, and very shortly we will be 
obliged to take other quarters. The 
present rent paid by the department 
for offices is $1600. $1100 for the 
Quincy office and $500 for the Wollas- 
ton. The amount issued in the Money 
order Department this year was about 
$42,415 domestic and $53,731 interna- 
tional; the amount paid was $51,000 
domestic and $3,000 international. 
‘‘The present lease of the Post Office 
quarters will expire in about three 
years and it is etimated by the Post- 
master that in all likelihood such quar- 
ters as we will require at the end of 
that period will cost the department 
upwards of $2,000, and then, in all 
probability it will exceed that within 
a few years thereafter. 
USES OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
‘*A building for post office uses is 
very expedient and as we have called to 
your attention, the time has now come 
when Quincy will be a port of entry 
and will require immediately a building 
for the pniposes of custom officials. 
There is another very stroug reason 
why the Government should have some 
place for the headquarters of officers 
while on duty and stationed at Quincy, 
and for the proper protection of such

avoided, and the Committee can be as- 
sured that the City Government of 
Quincy will do everything tbat it can 
to have the said Hospital property 
transferred to the National Governmert 
at a very reasonable figure.

This arrangement has been made here 
and the first formal step toward carry- 
ing it out was taken Saturday, whena 
letter written by Secretary Hitchcock, 


at the president's suggestion, wus 
started for Honolulu, intimating to 


Governor Dole that his resignation was 
desired. It will require a month or more 
fo carry out the proposed change, but 
a radical digression from the present 
poliey, which has been attended with 
much factional party strife in the last 
two or three years, is decided upon. 

The present secretary of terri- 
tory, Henry E. Cooper, in recent months 
the acting governor much of the time, 
because of Governor Dole’s illness, is 
also to be displaced. George R. Carter, 
a prominent young man of Honolulu, a 
eraduate of Yale colloge. and con of 
| the lormer s1awatian minister in this 
| city, will succeed him. 

It is altogether probable that still 
other changes will be made and an en- 
tire new regime inaugurated in the 
islands. Harold Sewall of Maine, also 
of Hawaii, where he was stationed as 
United States minister for several years, 
national committeeman for the terri- 
tory until a few weeks ago, when he re 
signed in favor of Colonel Parker, is un- 
derstood to have had a hand in the en- 
gineering the change. He has been here 
the past week, and, accompanied by 
Colonel Parker, has been in consultation 
with President Roosevelt. Mr. Sewall 
; was himself an aspirant for the gov- 
ernorship at one time, but for some rea- 
s0n retired from the race. He had the 
earnest support of some eastern sena- 
| tors, but eventually gave way to Col- 
onel Parker. 

For some time President Roosevelt 
| has beeu seeking a better adjustment 
} of affairs in the Hawaiian islands. The 
vigorous factional strife there was em- 
phasized almost as soon as he had been 
installed in the White Honse, 

Besides his own large wealth, Col- 
Parker has recently brought more riches 
under his family name by marriage 
with Mrs. Campbell of Honolulu, one 
of the wealthiest ladies of the islands. 
They were married in San Francisco a 
few weeks ago, and at the same time 
her daughter, Miss Campbell, was mar- 
| ried to Prince David. All four have 
been in Washington some daysjon their 
wedding trip. They were at the second 
official reception at the White House, 
where President and Mrs, Roosevelt 
showed especial attention -to Colonel 
and Mrs. Parker, inviting them behind 
the line. “All are native Hawaiians, 
Colonel Parker is a most striking figure, 
tall, powerfully built, 
inch a giant. 

Governor Dole'’s term of four years 
will not expire till May 9, 1904, but his 
continued poor health has given rise to 
many rumors that he was about to re- 
sign. The office pays a salary of $5000, 
Colonel Parker and Prince David and 
their families plan to sall for Honolulu 
about Feb. 6.

COURT HEARING CONTINUES 


Union Files a Cross Libel In Injune- 
tion Proceedings—Board of Arbitra- 
tion, the Legislature and Governor 


Crane Are Appealed te by Strikers 
Boston, Jan. 28.—No less than four 
judicial bodies are either acting or 
stand ready to do so in the teamsteys’ 
strike, which last week brought tur- 
moil and almost rioting in the streets of 
Boston, in the in- 
junction petition against the Teamsters’ 
union js still unfinished; the state board 
of arbitration has been appealed to and 


The court hearing 


asked to give a public hearing on the 
trouble; an order was introduced in the 
legislature yesterday for a similar hear- 
ing by the committee on labor, and 
Governor Crane waited In vaiu yester- 
day aternoon to hear the union side of 
the trouble, having promised to Listen to 
a statement. It is likely, however, that 
the statu quo will be maintained watil 
a decision is rendered in tie court hear- 
ing. 

The jam of people at the court house 
and the absence of street disturbances 
Indicate that the centre of the storm is 
now in the equity session of the su- 
perior court, Judge Braley presiding. 
Uuless better progress Is made than 
was the case yesterday afterncon it nay 
be three or four days before the judge 
Will be in a position to dismiss the 
temporary thjunction or make ft per- 
manent against the members of the 
Teamsters’ union No. 25. 

The court was in session about #n 
hour und a half, and four witnesses 
were heard, all being called by the at- 
torney of the R. S. Brine company, 
against whom the union seems very bit- 
ter. There are half a dosen more still 
to be heard, and then it is expected that 
not only will the union counsel call 
others to contradict the petitioner's 
evidence, but in support of a cross libel 
which was filed by the union 4 ester- 
day, requesting the court to order the 
Brine company not to pursue its course 
of the past few days, such as block'ng 
the streets with processions of teams 
and using cameras 

Last week, after a short hearing, 
Judge Braley granted a temporary in- 
junction against the Teamsters’ union, 
restraining its members from inte:fer- 
ing with the Brine teams, ‘throwing 
missiles or using threats and intimidat- 
ing epithets. Yesterday he was asked 
to make this injunction permanent, 

L. Whipple appeared for the Brine 
company, H. J. Jaquith and John W. 
Sherman for the defendants, while 
Nathan Matthews was present in the 
interests of the Freight Handlers’ union 
and Oscar F. Cox, its president. 

Mr. Whipple opened for- the peti- 
tioner and said that the members of the 
union had interfered with the Brine 
company in the conduct of its business, 
had surrounded its wagons, ent har- 
nesses and had used indecent language. 
The allegation was also made tbat the 
acts were done as a scheme and ccn- 
spiracy. The testimony, however, 
failed to show that union men had com- 
miited overt acts. 

It was expected that as soon &s the 
court adjourned, a committee of the 
teamsters would wait upon the goy- 
ernor for the purpose of laying the 
strikers’ side of the difficulty before him. 
An appointment had been made in be- 
half of the union committee by two sen- 
ators, but no one appeared at the hour 
named, and after waiting balf an hour 
Governor Crane left the state louse, 
much to the chagrin of the two sena- 
tors. ° 

The union yesterday requested the 
state board of arbitration to hold a pub- 
lic hearing and exercise its power to 
send for persons and papers. The re- 
quest is being considered, 

The order in the legislature was in- 
troduced in the house by Representa- 
tive Donohue of FaTl River and is 
practically the same as the petition of 
the union to the arbitration hoard, ex- 
cept that it provides fora hearing by the 
committee on labor. The order went 
over until today. 

As usual, the Brine teams caine and 
went under a full police eseort, Luts es- 
terday the parade was agwnented by 
four more teams, so that the procession 
occupied nearly five minutes in pass- 
ing a given point. There was no 
demonstration along the line of march 
either In the morning or at night. The 
police, however, are anxiously awaiting 
the outcome of the proceedings in the 
court.

This 
means a doubling of the blows upon 
the ear nerves leading to the brain 
Add to this an increase of force and of 
nervous energy in the speaker and you 
have a process of tormenting that has } 
no equal in the burdens of home life. 
The scolding voice is always a source 
of irritation. It may drive a person al- 
most to distraction. It the 
brain like sharp instruments driven 
with great speed and gives actual pain 
to that organ. On the same principle 
the habitual use of a high pitch is 
most tiresome. Many men love their 
wives at all other times except’ when 
they speak. To love and long for the 
society of a woman who uses a high 
pitehed voice Is contrary to all nature. 
It is a physica! impossibility to cherish | 
that which gives constant pain. Af- 
fection speaks always in gentle tones, 
in tender and in a low key. A 
rising scale is on the way to a scream, 
and the approach or suggestion of a 
scream is a mark of distress. 

The user of the kind of voice just de 
scribed is sure to waste an equal} 
amount of life energy. She is compel- 
led to listen to hersélf and is 
Jected to the consequent irritation of 
brain and nervous force. It requires 
twice the life energy to produce twice 
the number of vocal vibrations. As 
may be easily ascertained, all persons 
who use high pitched voices are irrita 
ble, nervous and weak after such ef- 
forts.

If you lis 
ten to voices that are otherwise beautt- 
ful and catch the one note tone, you 
will be affected just as you would be 
by listening to a musical instrument 
that gives sound only in one note.

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REMARKS OF WHEATON 


Shou'd Be Censured, In the 


Opinion of Dubois 


CALLS FOR A REPRIMAND 


By the President, Which He Thinks 


Be Warranted Under the 


Would 


Circumstances—An Acrimonious De- 


bate In Senate on the Philippines 


Washinetonu, Jan. 28.—An animated 
and prolonged discussion waz precipi- 
tated in the senate yesterday over the 
right of army officers to criticise ufter- 
ances mide in the senate or elsewhere 
ormthe conduct of affairs in the “hilip- 
pines. At times it became somewhat 
acrimonious, officers in the Philippines 
being raken sharply to task ror state- 
ments attributed to them in dispatches 
from Manila. 

Rising to a question of — privilege, 
early in the session, Mr, Dubois read an 
Associated Press dispatch from Manila 
in which General Wheaton was quoted 
as having criticised some utterances of 
Professor Schurman in a speech de- 
livered in Bosion. Mr, Dubois thought 
that the president, under the cireum- 


stances, Would be warranted in rep- 
rimanding General Wheaton for his 
eriticisnis, Hie dettared that such 


comment upon the action of the senate 
was indecent,” and 
theminority had had quite enough of 
threats and blackmail 

The debate thus began took a wide 
range, Mr. Lodge, Mr. Spooner and 
others maintained that no newspaper 
utterances ought to be accepted as the 
basis fora reprimand of any officer, un- 
less it Was supported by an investigation 
indicating the accuracy of the report, 

Mr. Lodge pointed out that the state- 
ment of General Wheaton did not eriti- 
cise the minority of the senate, but 
simply President Schurman. He in- 
sisted that there was no disposition on 
the part of anybody to suppress news 
or Views. He instanced the circulation 


of a letter urging the soldiers in tie army 
of the Philippines not to continue to 


“outrageous and 


serve. 
“Who sent out that ecireular?’ in- 
quired Mr, Jones (Ark). 


“It was sent out, [ think,” replied Mr. 
Lodge, “by Edward Atkinson. It urged 
soldiers not to serve in the Philippine 
war. The letter was widely circulated 
and attracted attention.” 

Mr. Rawlins insisted that the sup- 
pression of opinions and information in 
the Philippines was so notorious that 
one could not depend on the statements 
coming to the United States from the 
islantts. The Philippine commission, he 
asserted. had arregated to itself the 
functions of congress: indeed, the com- 
mission had done many things which 
congress never would have done. The 
dispatch under consideration, he said. 
indicated that the authorities in the 
Philippines were prepared even to de- 
fine and punish what they considered 
treasonable acts and utterances. 

Mr. Spooner deemed {t the part of 
wisdom to ascertain first whether Gen, 
eral Wheaton had made the statements 
attributed to him before any atten pt 
Was made to secure his censure, 

Mr. Dubois insisted that the dispatch 
he had presented bore evidence of aec- 
curacy on its face. “We have been 
threatened and blackmailed,” he said, 
“as long as we ought to endure it; 
Such utterances as have been instanced 
are offensive to us and they on2zxht not 
to be permitted to pass without a rep- 
rimand by the President of the United 
States, They are coming froin ofticers 
of the army, in exceedingly bad taste.” 

Mr. Money made an extended speech 
in criticism of the government's policy 
in the Philippines, declaring: “We sre 
committed to it, | suppose, until we 
have a lucid interval and we are not 
likely soon to have that.” We ma'‘n- 
tained that in acquiring the islands and 
holding them the United States had 
done one of the most foolish things 
ever done by a nation, and ie was 
afraid we sheuld “not hay. 
enough to retrace our steps.” 

Mr. Hale intrrupted, him to say that 
the situation in the Philippines will 
frow Worse instead of better and that 
it is anomalous to mix the military and 
civil government. ; 

In replying to a question of Mr. Hale 
as to what he would do with the is]- 
ands, Mr. Money said: “Let them go 
to the devil and take care of themselves 
as far as the American people are con- 
cerned.” 

In answering Mr. Hoar, Mr. Money 
said that before the Uniteq States de- 
clared war there were village gsovern- 
menuts—peaceful and successful Ches— 
in the Philippines. Mr. Hoar replied 
that Washington had declared that that 
was the test of capacity for self govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Piatt (Conn.) differed sharply 
With the Mississippi senator on some of 
his conclusions of constitutional law, 
contending that the United States could 
not be expected to grant independence 
to the Filipinos and to relinquish all 
rights in the islands merely because of 
the natives’ desire for liberty. 

Mr. Foraker coneurred with Mr. 
Platt and quoted from authorities in 
sustaining the position. 

In concluding the debate and in re- 
ferring to Mr Spooner's remarks Mr. 
Dubois said be was entirely satisfied 
that The Associated Press dispateh 
Was correct.

In their excitement senators seemed 
for the moment to have forgotten the 
subject of debate. The chair (Mr. Frye) 
was able to maintain order only with dif- 
ficulty. When the discussion was ended 
for the day the chair felt called upon 
seriously to admonish senators that tlhe 
rules of the body had not been’ ob- 
served. After reading the rule which 
had been violated he expressed the 
hope that in the future senators would 
have a care to observe it.

EIGHT ITALIANS KILLED | TAMPERED WITHLIQUOR 


Three Others May Die From Injuries 
Regeived In a Boston Fire 

Boston, Jan. 29.—-Bight persons dead, 
three others so badly injured by jump- 
ing from windows that they may die, 
and still others more or less burn 4, is 
the terrible result of a fire that 
curred shortly before 2 o'clock this 
morning in a four-story building on 
Fleet street, occupied on the three upper 
floors by Italian familles. Seven of the 
dead people s~e adults, including three 
women, and vne Is a child. 

When the fire was first discovered the 
whole upper part of the building wasin 
flames, and the escape of the inmates 
was almost entirely cut off. ‘Three 
women and one man rushed to the win- 
dows and leaped for their lives, re- 
ceiving injuries which, in three in- 
stances, it is said, will prove fatal. 

After fhe firemen had succeded in sub- 
duing the flames, which was {[n less 
than 10 minutes, they began a search 
of the various rooms and found the 
eight bodies, which were brought down- 


oc- 


stairs toa neighboring store, where 
medical aid was quickly summoned. 


Although fhe firemen and members of 
the police force labored hard in siving 
the unfortunates emergency treatment, 
their efforts were in vain, asthe vie- 
tims had all inhaled tlame and smoke, 
and their bodies, in most cases, were 
blistered by the fierce heat which they 
had encountered. 

All of the victims had evidently been 
asleep when they were aroused by the 
tlames, and what little clothing they 
originally had on had been burned from 
their bodies. 

In response to an emergency call 
ambulances were sent to the scene from 
the various police stations, and those 
who were still alive were taken to the 
hospitals for treatment. The family of 
Luigi Pilata was one of those oceupy- 
ing the building aud three members of 
his family were among those whose 
lives were sacrificed. The Ltalian resi-

At that time the jury which has been 
listening to the evidence for more than 
three weeks was told by Judge Lowell 
of the United States district court that 
the case was to be taken away from It 
and that its attendance would uot be 
aeeded after 4 o’cock, 

Just prior to that declaration cne of 
the jurymen, Michael J, Driscoll, was 
placed under arrest by adeputy mar- 
shal and led away from the courtroom 
a prisoner, charged by Judge Lowell 
With contempt of court. Driscoll was 
arrested after the court had told him 
that on two occasions he had been un- 
able to perform his duties as a juror be- 
cause of mtoxication, and had therefore 
shown contempt of court. He was told 
at the same time that he also must ap- 
pear in court at 4 o’clock and show 
cause why he should not be committed 
to jail for such contempt. 

Every eye in the court room was 
centered on the short, black haired 
juror in the back row of. the panel of 
12 “good men and true,” who has been 
especially prominent in the case since 
his inability to reach the Federal build 
ing a week ago last Monday. 

Judge Lowell arose and facing the 
jury said: 

“The court bas been informed that 
Mr. Driscoll came tothe building this 
morning intoxicated and unfit to dis- 
charge the duties of a juror.” 

Just at this point the acecused juror 
broke in and addressed the court, say- 
ing: “May it please your honor, I wish 
I could be discharged from this cuse.” 

Judge Lowell then finished his re- 
inarks by saying: “Mr, Driscoll las 
been guilty of contempt and is commit- 
ted to the charge of the marshal aud 
will appear at 4 o’clock this afternoon 
to show caus* why he should not be com- 
mitted to jail for contempt.” 

Deputy Marshal Pickering and 
Bailiff Ruhl then stepped forward and 
placed Driscoll under arrest. Ile was 
led away from the court room and 
placed in the big cage in the marshal’s 
outer office, along with a lot of China- 
men and other prisoners, 

After Driscoll had left the court room 
Judge Lowell again addressed the jury, 
saying: 

“Gentlemen of the jury: In co use- 
quence of this most unfortunate happen- 
ing, for which none excepting Driscoll 
is responsible, we will not be able to pro- 
ceed. At the same time I shull have to 
ask youto attend at 4 o'clocx this 
afternoon. But that will be your last 
attendance in connection with this case. 
You will then be discharged.” 

After that the judge retired to the 
lobby, the lawyers packed their grips 
witly the voluininous documents that 
have appeared in the case, the balilffs 
took away the ledgers and other books 
of the defunct institution that have been 
used in evidence, and the clerk of the 
court carefully took care of the 130 
odd exhibits, consisting of notes, checks, 
ete., that had been offered in evidence.

AN ITEM IN COOKERY. 


Sauces That Give Piquancy to Some 
Overfamiliar Dishes, 

A knowledge of sauces and how to 
make them enables the housekeeper to 
serve many dishes more appetizingly, 
to use cheaper cuts of meat, to utilize 
cold remnants and ring in various ac- 
ceptable changes on the customary 
menus. Following are just a few use- 
ful hints on their preparation: 

Drawn butter sauce is the founda- 
tion of hollandaise, caper and pi- 
quante For drawn butter 
Sauce the proportions are three table- 
spoonfuls of butter, two of flour and 
one cupful of water, with pepper and 
salt to season. 

For hollandaise sauce add the mash- 
ed yolk of ene egg, one teaspoonful of 
onion Juice, one teaspoonful of finely 
chopped parstey and one-half teaspoon- 
ful of grated onion. ‘his ts used for 
fish or meat 

Caper sauce 
drawn butter sauce, with two tea- 
spoonfuis of eapers and one table- 
spoonful of lemon juice stirred in aft 
er the sauce is cooked. 

For sauce piguante add to the drawn 
butter sance one-half tablespoonful of 
Vinegar, one-half tablespoonful of on- 
on juice, one tablespoonful of chopped 
Pickles, one tablespoonful of chopped 
capers, one-half tablespoonful of chop- 
ped olives, one-quarter teaspoonful of 
crated onion and a dash of paprika. 

Mint sauce is the orthodox accompa- 
niinent for roast lamb, and for it fresh 
young mint leaves should be used. 
Pick the best leaves from the stems 
until there are two tablespoonfuls and 
chop them very fine. Mix these with 
two and a half tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
four tablespoonfuls of vinegar and a 
half saltspoonful of salt and let them 
Stand several hours before serving.

IRON AND IRONWORKERS. 


Charles Schwab's English Interview 
on English and American Affairs. 
Mr. Charles Schwab, president of the 

steel trust, who is now in Europe, re- 

iterates bis opinion that the English 
steel trade has declined because of 
trades unionism. 

“The attitude of your labor in Eng- 
land,” he said to a reporter of the Lon- 
don Mail, “will never permit you to 
run your mills and factories as we do 
in America. You will be surprised 
when I tell you that a careful survey 
of the whole field would seem to show 
these facts: That the English laborer 
receives on an average less than one- 
half of what the American receives, 
year in and year out; that, notwith- 
standing that fact, the costs have been 
nearly double, solely by reason of the 
attitude of the combination—the trust 
of labor—that predominates in Eng- 
land.” 

The steel trust is, Mr. Schwab says, 
going to adopt a new departure in its 
attitude toward labor. 

“It is the intention of the United 
States steel organization,” he says, “to 
put every man in charge of a little 
branch of business, even a department 
of business, not on a salary, but on a 
percentage of the profits, which will 
be paid to him in cash and which he 
can invest is the securities if he 
wishes, and ir that way get his indt- 
vidual effort upon his individual work, 
We don’t believe that we get that from 
salaries, but we do believe that we 
an come as near making a man a 
partner in that direction as in any oth- 
er way that has yet been devised, and, 
commencing with the first of the year, 
it is our intention to operate every one 


of our great departments on that 
basis.”

Dutch Government

DOES NOT MENTIOM TERMS 


Boer Delega‘es’ Insistence Upon In- 
dependence Likely to Prevent Suc- 
cessful Termination of Overtures, 
Which May Have Been Rejected 


London, Jan. 29.—The 


leader, A. J. Balfour, anounced in the 
house of commons yesterday that no 
overtures for peace had been received 
from anyone authorized to speak iu be- 
half of the Boers. A communication 
was, however, received late on Satur- 
day last from the Dutch government 
which was now under cousideration, 
Mr. Balfour hoped, shortly, to lay the 


communication and the reply fo !t be- 
fore the house. 

The government of Holland has of- 
fered in the most friendly terms to help 
in bringing about peace in South Africa. 
It suggests that it might be permitted 
to act as a sort of diplomatic agent for 
the Boer delegates. But the government 
expressly disavows any attempt at in- 
tervention, and does not mention any 
terms, 

The arnouncement of Mr. 
caused a sensation in the lobbies of par- 
liament. Lord Rosebery is generally 
credited with having brought about this 
movement on the part of the Dutch goy- 
ernment. 

It is recalled that in an interview pub- 
ished about Christmas time, Dr. Kuy- 
per, the Dutch premier, was represented 
to have urged the impossibiity of Hol- 
land’s intervening in South Africa un-

The Daily News this morning claims 
credit for the initiation of the peace 
movement. This paper says that after 
Lord Rosebery’s speech at Chester- 
field, it sent Dr. Bisschop, who was re- 
cently counsel for the Dutch govern- 
ment before the compensation com- 
mission, ard is neither Briton nor beer, 
on a mission to the continent to invite 
the Boer delegates to a  con- 
sideration of the basis of negotiations 
which Lord Rosebery suggested, name- 
ly, to grant the Boersself-governmenton 
the Canadian model; 
prolongation of the military occupation; 
complete amnesty to Boers and colonial 
rebels; and grants of mobey to enable 
the Boers to restart their farms. 

Dr. Bisschop had long ecouferences 
with the Boer delegates on the conti- 
nent, and he persuaded them to holda 
conference and discuss his proposals. 
Then followed the visit of Dr. Kuyper 
to London.

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ENTITLED TO SUPPORT 


Cotton Manu‘acturers Will Aid 
Sagamore Mills 


THE STRIKE OF WEAVERS 


Was Brought on by Close Adherence | 


to the Wage Scale Adopted by the 
Association—Action Not to Be Bind- 
ing In All Future Cases 


Fall River, Mass., Jan. 30—A meet- 
ing of the signers of the present wage 
agreement in force in the mills in this 
city was held yesterday afternoon to 
listen to the grounds upon which the 
Sagamore mills claim reimbursement 
by the Cotton Manufacturers’ rssocia- 
tion for losses sustained by the strike at 
their mills. Some 300 weavers bave 


been out on strike for over two weeks, 
and the matter is now as far from set- 
tlement as when it commenced. 
‘Treasurer Brayton of the Sagamore 
mills made a statement of his side of 
the situation, and told what had been 
done in the way of concessions and what 
he would do if the operatives returned to 
work, After listening to him and fol- 
lowing a long discussion as to what bear- 
ing such a move might have on the fu- 
ture actions of the signers of the agree- 
ment, it was voted to support the man- 
agement of -the Sagamore mills while 
the present attitude of the parties is 
maintained, 

Although those present at the ineeting 
would give out but little information, it 
is understood that this vote to support 
the Sagamore mills is not to be followed 
in other cases unless the signers are 
permitted to investigate the troubles as 
represented by the treasurer. Any ac- 
tion, therefore, in the Sagamore mat- 
ter, is not expected to be binding in all 
future cases, 

The management of the Sagamore 
mills claim the strike was brought on by 
their close adherence to the wage scale 
adopted by the association, which was 
the one adopted following the raise in 
wages by M. C. D. Borden last fall, and 
which is said to Include several 1ills 
which are not members of the associa- 
tion, 

There has always been a dispute as 
to whether the signing of the wage 
agreement bound the manufacturers to 
help each other in event of a strike, and 
it is said that yesterday’s meeting yas 
the direct result of the refusal of sey- 
eral manufacturers to sign a paperask- 
ing for the appointment of an arbitra- 
tion committee. The management of 
the Sagamore mills feel it is entitled to 
support from the Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation if they lose money througa the 
weavers because the mill refuses to 
concede demands which it would be 
contended would be followed by a» io- 
Kation of the wage agreement. 

It is said that only those who signed 
the last agreement were invited to at- 
tend yesterday's meeting, and, ‘vhilet] fs 
includes a majority of the association, 
the meeting was not one of the associa- 
tion itself.

Whereas there do not exist sufficient charges 
against the accused, Prosper Bertomy, in pur- 
guanee of article 128 of the Criminal Code we 
hereby declare that we find no grounds for prose- 
eution against the aforesaid prisoner at this pres- 
ent time, and we order that ne sball be released 
from the prison where he is confined and set af 
liberty by the jailer, ete. 

When it was finished, “Well,” he 
said to the clerk, “here is another of 
those crimes which justice cannot 
clear up—another file to stowed 
away among the archives of the record 
ottice.”’ 

And his own hand wrote on the coy- 
er of the bundle of papers relating to 
Prosper’s case the number of the pack- 
age, “Case 113.”

AFRICAN GOLD MINING. 


Probieis Confronting the Trans- 
vaal’s Great Industry. 


EXPERT'S PRAOTICAL REMARKS, 


John Hays Hammond Places the 
Probable Life of the Rand Reef at 
Thirty Years—Curious Faets Re- 
garding the Diamoawi Mines—The 
Question of Labor, 


The following remarks on the re- 
sources and outlook of the Transvaal 
are extracted from an address delly- 
ered by Mr. John Hays Hammond at 
Harvard ard Yale. The facts set forth 
have an interesting bearing on the cur- 
rent finance, commerce and history, 
says the New York Post. Aside from 
the broad questions of the money mar- 
ket involved in the problems touched 
upon, the matters of American sup- 
plies for the Transvaal and of the 
country’s own industrial and political 
future depend very largely on the de- 
velopments now about to be witnessed 
on the Witwatersrand. 

Mr. Hammond spoke as follows: 

“The Witwatersrand goldfield in the 
Transvaal is by far the most {mpor- 
tant gold mining district in the world. 
The Witwatersrand district is in its 
physical aspect radically different from 
the usual conception of a mining coun- 
try. It rather resembles a grazing 
country, where mining prospectors 
would pass by contemptuously as ‘un- 
congenial to ore,’ and in that respect 
the occurrence of gold in the Witwa- 
tersrand district illustrates the truth 
of the adage that ‘gold is where you 
find it.’ Gold was first discovered in 
this district in the year 1885. It oe- 
curred in what is called the banket, 
which is a coarse conglomerate deriv- 
ing its name from its resemblance to 
an almond rock candy called ‘banket’ 
by the Dutch. This nomenclature is 
about the sole contribution of the 
Dutch to the mining industry. 

“These auriferous deposits are unique 
in the history of gold mining and are 
unparalleled in respect to their re- 
markable consistency and consequently 
commercial reliability. The gold bear- 
ing conglomerate beds are interstratl- 
fled with beds of quartzite and sand- 
stone. The ore carries about $10 in 
gold per ton and is mined and treated 
metallurgically by the usual methods 
of gold mining and milling. 

“The principal mines extend east and 
west from the town of Johannesburg 
twenty-five miles in either direction. To 
give some idea of the magnitude of 
operations, I may state that about 100,- 
000 Kaffirs and over 10,000 white men 
are engaged directly in mining and 
that nearly 6,000 stamps ure working 
night and day, crushing over 7,000,000 
tons of ore annually. In order to ob- 
tain the supply of ore for one year’s 
output it is necessary to excavate eight 
miles of solid rock five feet in width 
and 460 feet in depth, besides the many 
thousands of feet of additional shaft 
sinking, ete. The gold won as the re- 
sult of this stupendous work is valued 
at about $75,000,000. Since 1886 these 
mines have yielded nearly $400,000,000 
worth of gold. 

“Just previous to the beginning of 
the war the Witwatersrand mines were 
producing gold with a value of $100,- 
000,000 per annum, more than one-third 
of the world’s output. The gold mines 
support a district of 100,000 white pop- 
ulation besides contributing to the sup- 
port of thousands of laborers in other 
countries engaged in the manufacture 
of supplies for this Industry. 

“How long will these mines last?’ 

“It Is customary to speak of such ex- 
tensive deposits as illimitable, but as 
an engineer I am denied the use of 
such convenient hyperbole and must 
endeavor to satisfy the curious by 
some reply more definite. But it is in- 
deed a difficult question to answer, de- 
pending as it does upon the depth to 
which mining can be profitably car- 
ried on and upon the rapidity of ex- 
ploitation as well. As to ultimate 
epths. the geological and mining con- 
ditions in the Witwatersrand district 
are exceptionally favorable and admit 
of maximum depths. There is but lit- 
tle water to interfere with deep min- 
ing, it being for the most part seepage 
and is taken up from the upper bort- 
zons. Also the increment of tempera- 
ture with the depth ts very low, there 
being only one degree of increment In 
temperature for 200 feet of depth. I 
have on other occasions expressed the 
opinion that mining will be found feasi- 
ble to a depth of about 10,000 feet. 
As to rapidity of exploitation we min- 
ing engineers of South Africa, chiefly 
American engineers, pride ourselves in 
holding the world’s record in respect of 
speed in mining, and work that has 
taken centuries in the history of Eu- 
ropean mining will be done in a decade 
under the conditions that obtain witb 
us. Therefore when I speak of mining 
out an area In the aggregate some 
thirty miles long to a vertical depth of 
two miles I must prepare you by these 
statements I have just made as to our 
capability to undertake rapid exploita- 
tion. If I must hazard an expression 
of opinion, from which the element of 
guess, though unscientific, cannot be 
altogether dissociated, I would place 
the life of the Witwatersrand at thirty 
years. It may be a short life, but it 
will be a golden one, for within that 
period more than $3.000,000,000 of gold 

will have been extracted from the 
mines of tbat district, a sum more than 
double that of the entire production of 
California since its discovery.” 

Regarding the diamond mines of 
South Africa, represented chiefly in 
the great De Beers consolidation with 
its $20,000,000 capital. Mr. Hammond 
went on to say: 

“In the Orange Free State, in the 


‘lramsvaa!l and in Cape Colony dia- 
monds have already been found in pay- 
able quantities. By far the most im. 
portant diamond mines for South af- 
rica, and indeed of the world, are those 
at Kimberley, about 650 miles north of 
Cape Town. Diamonds were discover- 
ed there in 1869. They occur in the 
indurated mud of the craters of ex- 
tinct voleanoes and vary in size from 
that of a pinhead to the great Jaggers- 
*entein diamond, of which I shall pres- 
ently tell you. The present workings 
are from 1,200 to 1,600 feet in depth, 
located in what fs called the neck of 
these volcanoes. The diamonds are 
mined very much as coal fs mined, aft- 
er which the diamondiferous rock is 
exposed to atmospheric agencies to in- 
sure its disintegration, thereby facili 
tating the separation of the earthy ma 
terial from the diamonds in the subse. 
quent process of washing. 

“All the mines of Kimberley are now 
under the ownership of the De Beers 
Consolidated company. This company 
employs about 2,000 white men and 
about 12,000 Kaffirs at the mines and 
indirectly supports a population of 50,- 
000 at the town of Kimberley. The an- 
gual production of the mines is from 
2,000,000 to 3,000,000 carats, having a 
value of about $20,000,000, his out- 
put could be greatly increased, but is 
restricted so as to admit of the market 
absorbing the product without entail- 
ing any reduction in the’ price of the 
diamond. The entire product of the 
diamond fields of South Africa to date 
—that is, for a period of about thirty 
years—is somewhat over fifteen tons in 
welght, having a value in excess of 
$500,000,000. A box about eight feet 
square would contain all these dia- 
monds, the net result of mining over 
100,000,000 tons of rock, besides the 
millions of tons of earth moved in 
exploratory and dead work. The life 
of the mines is as yet indeterminable, 
but diamond mining in Kimberley un- 
doubtedly will continue for many years 
to come. 

“The diamonds are sold to syndicates 
of diamond buyers at from $5 to $8 per 
carat. The syndicates agree to take 
the entire output of diamonds, regard- 
less of size, at that price. In this con- 
nection, if you will excuse the digres 
sion, I might méntion the history of the 
celebrated Jaggersfontein diamond. 
This is the largest stone ever discov 
ered, weighing very nearly 1,000 carat. 
in the rough (about half a pound avoir 
dupois), and is three and a half inches 
long, about as large as an average 
goose egg. It is impossible to deter 
mine the value of a diamond of this 
size. It is of good color, but would 
not cut well. Diamonds lose from 40 
to 60 per cent of their size in cutting. 
Some idea of its value, however, might 
be suggested by the fact that a dia- 
mond of only 180 carats was sold a 
few years ago by the De Beers com- 
pany for $750,000, and diamonds, as you 
know, increase greatly in value with 
increase of size. As yet there are no 
bidders for this ‘white elephant.’ The 
Jaggerfontein diamond which I have 
just described was found July 2, 1893, 
at 3 o’clock, after firing one blast.” 

Commenting recently on the facts set 
forth in his address, Mr. Hammond 
made this additional remark: 

“It will be several months, however, 
before there is an adequate supply of 
labor for the mines. The number of 
workmen needed fs 12,000 whites and 
100,000 Kaffirs. The pay of the Kaffir 
is 50 cents a day and his board. White 
labor cannot possibly compete with 
black labor in the mines. Owing to the 
low grade of the ore the mines could 
not be worked at a profit were white 
labor employed. But there is any 
amount of opportunity In the mining 
district for skilled white labor. Mining 
firemen, machinists, drill men and car- 
penters are greatly needed. 

“A considerable quantity of machin- 
ery will be required in the future. 
Most of the machinery will undoubted- 
ly come from this country, but the mar- 
ket will be greater and more profitable 
when transportation facilities are in- 
creased.” 


RUSSIA’S FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


Ruin Caused by Depreciation of 
Share Values of Foreign Firms, 
The disastrous effects upon Russian 
industries of the eXisting financial and 
commercial crisis in that country are 
shown in the depreciation of the share 
values of the French and Belgian com- 
panies, concerning which some official 
data bave been published, says the 
New York Post. On Oct. 15, 1899, the 
Stock Exchange value of the shares of 
ninety-eight Franco-Belgian compa- 
nies in Russia was 1,316,332,000 francs. 
On Oct. 15, 1901, it had fallen to 536,- 
292,000 francs, a depreciation of 59 per 
cent. The glass manufactures suffered 
very heavily, the value of the total 
foundation capital of six such concerns 
falling from 17,987,000 to 3,632,000 
francs. Immense losses were also suf- 
fered by the metallurgical enterprises, 
the bourse value of whose aggregate 
ground capital decreased from 862,043,- 
000 to 298,069,000 francs, a deprecia- 
tion of 65 per cent. Some few concerns 
lost as much as 90 per cent and more. 
For example, the shares of the Fran- 
co-Russian works fell from 55 francs to 
2 francs 50 centimes, the value of their 
foundation capital being reduced from 
11,925,000 to 87,000 francs. The bourse 
value of the shares of the Franco-Bel- 
gian concerns in the government of Ek- 
aterinoslaf was two years ago 10,875,- 
000 francs; today they are worth only 
675,000 frances. The Yermak company’s 
shares have fallen from 600 to 6 francs.

His Early Dispatches Gave the 
Credit to Sampson-Latter Con- 


trolled Movemerts of the Fleet 
Washington, Jan. 31.—The “com- 
ment” of Judge Advocate Lemly i nd So- 
licitor Hanna upon the appeal of Ad- 
miral Schley, as submitted to the pres- 
ident by Secretary Long, is less than a 
third as long as the appeal itself, a fact 
accounted for by the comparatively few 
quotations from the court's testi uony 
in the case of the “comment.” 

The commentators begin with the 
statement that Admiral Schley and his 
counsel have shifted their ground. 
They say the chief features of the case 
were “the retrograde movement,” “dis- 
obedience of orders;’ “Inaccurate and 
misleading official reports;” ‘failure to 
destroy vessels of the encmy, lying \ ith- 
in sight;’ and “injustice to a brother 
officer.” 

Thecommentators say: “Upon allthe 
above named features, belles ed by us to 
be the most important, if not the only 
really important matters, into which 
the court made inquiry, the conduct of 
Admiral Schley was condemned by the 
most distinguished tribunal. Admiral 
Dewey and Rear Admirals Bepham and 
Ramsay united in thelr findings and 
opinion upon all of these several pcints, 
and they united also in the significant 
recommendation that no further pro- 


B® | ceedings be had ‘in view of the length of 


time which has elapsed since the occur- 
rence of the events of the Santiago 
campaign.’ ” 

The commentators charge that Ad- 
miral Sehley now ignores all these grave 
matters and bases his appeal upon un- 
important features of the case, as com- 
pared with the grave matters above re- 
ferred to, “upon which there was not, 
and in the face of the testimony could 
not have been, any difference of opinion 
in the court.”
